PRESIDENT’S CONSERVATISM 

WELL RECEIVED IN ENGLAND 


The message of the President fully 
bears out the forecasta as >o its con¬ 
tents and general tone. After a tribute 
to the late President McKinley the 
President assails anarchy and suggest* 
legislation that ahall reduce the num¬ 
ber of anarchists arriving from foreign 
shores and bar those known to be an¬ 
archists. On the question of the trusts 
the President is conservative. He sug¬ 
gests that publicity said Government 
supervision would remove some of the 
objections and gives a warning against 
the danger of overcapitalization. At the 
same Lime he calls attention to the im¬ 
portance of not disturbing the present 
prosperity of the country In attempting 
Industrial legislation. A general revis¬ 
ion of the tariff is opposed for the same 
reason, but he urges reciprocity and the 
abolition of unnecessary duties. A rew 
Cabinet officer, to have charge of com¬ 
merce, Is recommen leJ. ns Is the re- 
adopttlon of the Chinese exclusion law. 
legislation In beh ilf of the upbuilding 
the American merchant marine is 
recommended, but no specific mention 
Is made of ship subsidy.

London. Dec. 4.—The London dally 
papers this morning looking at Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt's message from the 
point of view of its literary power and 
the wealth of weighty matters dis¬ 
cussed, regard It as one of the most 
characteristic and remarkable mes¬ 
sages ever sent to CongTess.

"A message from the President of the 
United States," he said, as he handed 
the document to the reading clerk and 
directed him to read It. Ordinarily pres¬ 
idential messages at the opening of a 
Congress are listened to In a perfunc¬ 
tory fashion, but to-day throughout the 
reading the keenest Interest was mani¬ 
fested. Hardly a member left his seat 
until the reading was concluded. There 
was a slight murmur of applaut* when 
In concluding the recommendation for 
legislation to put down anarchy the 
clerk read "No matter calls more urg¬ 
ently for the wisest thought of Con¬ 
gress." The murmurs when this sent¬ 
ence was read was followed by a burst 
of applause when the clerk read: "The 
American people are slow to wrath, but 
when their wrath la once kindled It 
bums like a consuming flame." 

Probably no other portion of the mes¬ 
sage attracted so much attention as that 
relating to trusts. No demonstration 
was evoked by the reading of this por¬ 
tion of the message, but the recom¬ 
mendation for the re-enactment of the 
Chinese exclusion law drew applause 
from both sides of the House. 

Th*> reading of the message was con¬ 
cluded In the House at 2:25 o’clock. Mr. 
Grosvenor then offered the McKinley 
memorial resolution, which was adopt¬ 
ed without division. 

In pursuance with the terms of the 
resolution, the Speaker appointed a 
committee consisting of one member 
from each State and Territory. Rep¬ 
resentative Kehoe is the Kentucky com. 
mltteenmn. Representative Watson was 
rh«>s* n from Indiana and P.-preaenta- 
tlve Moon from Tennessee. 

IN THE SENATE. 

Reading of the Message Closely- 
Listened To. 

Washington, Dec. 3.-—The Senate 
listened to the first message of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt to-day and adopted a 
resolution directing the appointment of 
a committee to co-opernte with a like 
committee from the House to consider 
by what token of respect and affection 
Congress might express the sorrow of 
the nation upon the tragic death of the 
late President McKinley. The message 
was delivered soon after the Senate 
met. The reading occupied nearly two 
and a hall hours and was listened to 
with marked respect by the Senators. 
The first portion dialing with the Buf¬ 
falo tragedy excited the most profound 
interest in the Senate. 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
the message, Mr. Foraker. senior Sen¬

Perfect Deluge of New Bills, 
Coming From One Man. 

Washington. Dec. 3.—The flood of 
bills is so great In the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives that the clerical staff wa3 
kept busy all last night and managed 
to get abreast of 279 public and 1,113 
private bills, a total of 1,392, or about 
one-half of all those Introduced. 

Representative Brownlow. of Tennes¬ 
see, led the list with 252 bills and res¬ 
olutions. 

It was not until to-day's session of 
the House closed that the w'eary clerks 
were able to catch up with yesterday s 
deluge of bills and begin sorting the 
further deluge of to-day. There were 
few notable measures in to-day’s list, 
most of the bills being reprints from 
former sessions.

If He Recovers He Will Get a Good 
Job. 

New' York. Dec, 3.—The man who 
was discovered In the hold of the Ham- 
buTg-Amertcan steamer Palatla yester¬ 
day after having made the trip across 
the ocean in a box, had recovered to¬ 
day sufficiently to be able to establish 
his Identity positively. He said his 
name was John Beck and that he had 
lived up to about a year ago In Buda¬ 
pest, Hungary. The doctors would not 
allow him to tell all his story, but 
enough was learned from him and other 
sources to show that Beck was a house 
painter and that he had come across 
the card of an uptown hotel In I his city, 
the proprietors of which have German 
names. Though a stranger to them he 
wrote that he could get no work in Ger¬ 
many and was coming to America and 
hoped the hotel men could find him 
something to do. Then he fitted up a 
package case, paid freight chargi>s on 
it and engaged a carter to take It to 
the Hamburg pier at a certain time.

Confers With Gov. BeckhAm On the 
Situation In Hopkins. 

Frankfort. Ky. f Dec. 3.—[Special.]— 
AdJt. Gen. Murray arrived here to-day 
from the scene of the mining troubles 
In Hopkins county and spent some time 
with Gov. Beckham, informing him re¬ 
garding the situation there. After the 
conference he returned Immediately to 
Madlsonvllle to resume command of the 
troops. Both the Governor und Gen. 
Murray declined to discuss any new 
plan that may have been mapped out to 
restore peace. It can be said, however, 
that the Executive still occupies his 
same position, ready to back up the 
civil authorities of the county In what¬ 
ever steps they may deem proper to 
take to settle the trouble. The re¬ 
sponsibility Is with them and they will 
receive the aid of militia whenever It Is 
necessary to enforce their orders. 

Before seeing Gov. Beckham, the Ad¬ 
jutant General talked freely of the 
trouble in the strike section. He says 
it Is the opinion of the civil authorities 
that peace can only he restored by the 
withdrawal from the county of the 
great number of miners or strikers 
from other counties who have been Im¬ 
ported since the strike order was issued, 
and that this can only be done bj' 
brooking up their camps or places of 
rendezvous, whether It be a tented 
camp or a covered house, and enforc¬ 
ing orders of the civil authorities 
agninst the gathering of men in squads 
or small parlies. His orders are to fol¬ 
low the direction of the civil authorities, 
and when such orders are given the 
troops Will assist in carrying them out. 
It Is not thought here that more troops 
than those already on duty will be call¬ 
ed out. Aft«*r u further conference with 
the civil authorities. AdJt. Gen. Murray 
will again return here In a few days 
to see the Governor.

On the table were telegrams In bunches 
and sheets of paper with figures all 
over them. 

The giant In the chair straightened 
a bit and turned a pair of eyes like 
bits of polished blue steel on his visitor. 
This big-hearted, brusque man who 
mse. they tell the story, from steam¬ 
boat clerk to millionaire river magnate 
by his own resourcefulness, energy 
nnd hard work, carries with his hug* 
body a ruddy, weather-beaten face and 
a voice to make a foghorn shut up In 
shame. He was asked about the "coal 
market" he had just bought. 

"What coal market?" growled th® 
river man.

"There hasn’t been any sale, so you 
boys know nothing about It Now, 
look here, young man," he went on, 
changing his tone, "this don’t amount 
to anything at all. There has been no 
sale. The company has Just decided 
that It had rather own these coal har¬ 
bors here than rent them—that’s a!L 
We took options on ’em from Duffy and 
Hoffman. It mak#*s no change In tho 
business and don’t amount to a thing. 
The people will become our agents in¬ 
stead of our renting their property. 

• • • 

To Close the Deal. 

"We’ll close the deal the last of th# 
week, perhaps. The harbors extend 
from Slx-mlle Island down. The com- 
pany will get the boats and all the 
river property of the firms. As far as 
business goes, you won't know ther® 
has been a change. It won't mean any 
more boats or any fewer boats, only 
that the company owns the harbors 
and landings, and. owning them, can, 
of course, do better than If It did not 
own them. These people will be the 
accredited agents of the company and 
will look out after the company’s In¬ 
terests In the future," 

"What were the terms, CaptainT’ 

"That money business don’t interest 
anybody but the people concerned. It 
Isn't a million dollars and It’s more than 
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fifty cents. Anybody can take all the 
guesses they want.” 

The reporter hunted up Capt. Duffy 
to ask him about the deal. But the 

Captain wouldn't say a word.

The "Harbors” Involved. 

The term "harbors,” as used In this 
deal, means certain tracts of land at 
different points along the river front 
where the coal men tie up their boats 
and barges and handle their coal. Some 
of them are scattered at Intervals along 
the river, snd some are long stretches 
along the bank. Some are owned by 
Capts. Duffy and Hoffman, and some 
are only leased for a long term of years. 
But these two men for a long period 
have practically controlled the local har¬ 
bors, and hence their property, leased 
or owned, Is necessary if the combine 
desires to control the local coat held. 
The largest harbor Is known as 
•‘Pumpkin Patch,” and lies Just above 
Jeffersonville on the Indiana shore. Here 
mlltlona of bushels of coal lie the year 
round.

PURELY A PRIVATE CHARITY 




SAYS APPELLATE COURT, JUDGE 
PAYNTER DISSENTING. 


REFORM SCHOOL DONATION 


Of $5,000 Is Held To Be Legal and 
the City of Lexington 
Must Pay It. 


LOWER COURT IS REVERSED. 


Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 3.—(Special.]— 
In an opinion handed down at to-day’s 
session the Court of Appeals holds that 
the Widows’ and Orphans’ Horae of the 
Odd Fellows of Kentucky, located In 
Fayette county. Is not a public charity 
in the meaning of section 170 of the 
Constitution, which exempts institu¬ 
tions of “purely public charity” from 
taxation and that It must pay taxes 
as do other private Institutions. The 
decision was made In the case of the 
above named Institution against H. M. 
Bosworth, Sheriff of Fayette county, 
appealed from the Fayette Circuit 
Court. The opinion of the court was 
written by Judge Hobson, and Chief 
Justice Faynter dissents from It. 

The decision of the court here Is an 
affirmance of the Judgment of the court 
below. In voicing the opinion of the 
court Judge Hobson said: “The purpose 
of the institution maintained by the ap¬ 
pellant Is to provide a home for the 
widows and orphans of the Odd Fel¬ 
lows of the State. It Is true that In 
the charter the object of the corpora¬ 
tion is stated to be to provide and 
maintain a home for destitute widows 
and orphans of deceased Odd Fellows 
of the State of Kentucky and such oth¬ 
er persons as may be committed to Its 
charge; but what other persons may be 
committed to Its charge or when or by 
whom Is not shown in the record. The 
fair meaning of the clause Is that the 
institution is to be a home for desti¬ 
tute widows and orphans of the Odd 
Fellow's of the State and such other 
persons as they may commit to its 
charge. In other words. It Is a charity 
maintained by the Odd Fellows for the 
benefit of such persons as they may 
see fit to admit to Its enjoyment. This 
is strictly a private charity and Is not 
exempt from taxation by the Constitu¬ 
tion.” 

• • • 

Must Pay Appropriation. 

The Appellate Court. Judge O’Rear 
writing the opinion, reversed the Judg¬ 
ment of the Fayette Circuit Court hold¬ 
ing that the General Council of the city 
of Lexington did not have the power 
to appropriate $5,000 for the. location of 
the State Schools of Reform wdthln 
five miles of that city. The court rules 
that the charter of second-class cities 
conferred the right upon the Council, 
and that Its action In the matter w'aa 
binding upon the city. The whole court 
considered the case and Chief Justice 
Paynter and Judges Guffy and Hobson 
dissent from the opinion expressed. 

On September. 10, 1897, the General 
Council of Lexington, In an effort to 
secure the location of the State Reform 
Schools near that city, offered to ap¬ 
propriate $5,000 for their location with¬ 
in five miles of the city. It having the 
right to send Incorrigible children to 
the schools. The commissioners ac¬ 
cepted the offer, und when the time 
came to pay over the money the city 
entertained doubts as to the legality 
of Its donation. The trustees sued to 
compel the city to make appropriate 
provisions for paying the money. A 
demurrer was sustained $0 the petition 
.»■: ! . -missed, because. In the 

opinion of the court below, the action 
of the General Council was in violation 
of section 179 of the Constitution. 

In reversing the Judgment and hold¬ 
ing the city liable for the amount of 
the appropriation Judge O’Re&r, voic¬ 
ing the opinion of the court, quotes at 
length from the charter of cities of the 
second class. In closing he says: “We 
have no difficulty in finding that where 
an express authority or power is given 
n city to maintain, within or without 
Its limits, at Its own coat a home of 
refuge, there is carried with it the pow¬ 
er to do less, provided In the doing 
less the same end Is accomplished.”

r Dixon, Ky., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—’There 
have been reports for several days here 
that the Illinois Central Railroad Com¬ 
pany has bought the Kentucky West¬ 
ern railroad and Its branch road, con¬ 
necting with the Illinois Central at 
Blakeford, Ky., and extending to Dix¬ 
on, a distance of about twenty miles. 
John C. Willing, first vice president, of 
Chicago; P. I. Dill, superintendent ot 
the Evansville division; H. M. Welleny, 
superintendent of the Loulsvllie divis¬ 
ion; W. I Fcny, chief traveling audit¬ 
or; F H. Howard, assistant genera; 
freight agent, of EvAnsvIUe, went over 
the road in Mr. Welleny’s private car. 
making an inspection. 

The details of the deal and the change 
cannot be learned to-day, but It Is un¬ 
derstood that the Illinois Central will 
take possession of the road at once and 
will make many needed Improvements.

Auditor’s Report of State’s 
Financi;d Condition. 


REMEDIES ARE BADLY NEEDED. 


MANY COUNTIES DRAW OUT 
MORE THAN THEY CON¬ 
TRIBUTE. 


IDIOTS ARE A HEAVY BURDEN. 


Auditor Says Bank Deposits Are per¬ 
mitted To Go Untaxed By 
Present Laws. 


CRIMINAL COURTS EXPENSIVE 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. 3.—[Special.]— 
The biennial report of State Auditor 
Coulter for the fiscal year ending June 
30. 1900, and June 30, 1901, which was 
completed to-day and turned over to 
the printer, is an Interesting document. 
It Is addressed to the General Assem¬ 
bly, to whom It is made by provision of 
law, and throughout It contains mat¬ 
ters relating to the State’s 111 uncial 
condition which will be of much In¬ 
terest to the members of that body and 
also to the people of Kentucky gen¬ 
erally. 

Auditor Coulter deals in facts In hi* 
letter submitting the report to the con¬ 
sideration of the Legislature, pointing 
out what he considers deficits in tie 
present system, advising amendmems 
to the law's now in use and offering 
suggestions and remedies. 

• • • 

Condition of State’s Finances. 


In opening his letter of Introduction 
the Auditor showe the condition of the 
State Treasury when he came Into of¬ 
fice. at other periods during the past 
two years, and estimate the amount 
that will be In the hands of Treasurer 
Hager at the opening of the session of 
the Assembly In January. He show's 
the amount of cash in the treasury at 
the beginning of the fiscal year, July 
1, 1899, to have been $395,148.70; on July 
1, 1900, it was $570,347.69, and on June 
30. 1901, there was on deposit $264,917.45. 
Withtti the last week fifty-eight county 
sheriffs have settled in full, and fh<* dai¬ 
ly balance sheet of the Treasurer’* of¬ 
fice this afternoon showed a balance of 
more than $900,000 on hand. This the 
Auditor estimates will be Increased by 
January 1 to more than $1,000,000. 

Of the total receipts fur the fl«cal 
year ending June 30, 1901, $4,447,474.51, 
the sum of $1,404,465.63 was placed in 
the general expenditure fund, to which 
fund a tax of fifteen cents un *mh $100 
worth of property goes to defray the 
ordinary expenses of the Go V (.eminent. 
The report chows rhat this ambunt Is 
entirely inadequate to defray such ex¬ 
penses, as officials of former adminis¬ 
trations have said in thefr reports. 

• • • 

Money Paid Out Last Year. 


Mr. Coulter show's that the amount 
paid out during the last fiscal year 
under the head of general expen<Htur*?s 
wa* $2,824,225.22, leaving a deficit In this 
fund of $1,419,759.59. This wan made up 
by consuming $468,155.21, an nmnimt set 
apart to pay outstanding warrants, and 
by borrowing from the Sinking Fund. 

Continuing the Auditor shows that 
the annual demand on the general ex¬ 
penditure fund greatly exceeds that of 
the school fund, yet the present law ap¬ 
propriates twenty-two cents for the 
last-named fund and only fifteen cents 
for the general expenditure fund. As 
a remedy for this condition he suggests 
the reduction of the Sinking Fund to 
two and a halt cents and the transfer 
of the other two and a half cents that 
now belongs to that fund to the gen¬ 
eral fund; that the five cents now set 
apart by law for the payment of out¬ 
standing warrants ami Interest be 
transferred to the general expenditure 
fund, and that the tax rate be In¬ 
creased from forty-seven and a half 
cents to firty cents and that the in¬ 
crease be assigned to the general ex¬ 
penditure fund. These additions will 
increase the general expenditure fund 
to twenty-five cents. The Auditor esti¬ 
mate* that i* will require this amount 
to meet expenses. 

• • • 

Draw Out More Than They Pay. 


The general expenditure table of the 
report shows that of the one hundred 
and nineteen counties eighty-four re¬ 
ceive more money from the State than 
they pay Into the treasury, while only 
thirty-five pay a net revenue to the 
State. Thus under this system thirty- 
five count lea are required and do make 
up the deficit created by the remaining 
eighty-four. The following statement 
shows twenty-two of the counties, the 
expenditures of which are conspicuously 
larger than the receipts:

the great discrepancies thnt exist 
among counties and judicial districts 
and a comparison as to Idiot claims. 
The Id.ot claim table show's that there 
are now 2,040 persons charges upon the 
State at an expense of $75 a year 
each. It show's that the Twenty- 
sixth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty-eighth. 
Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth judicial 
districts have In the aggregate 685 of 
these pauper idiots, which Is confined 
practically to the eastern section of the 
State. In one year the number of Idiots 
was Increased from 1,925 to 2.040.

The attention of 
the Assembly is called to the fact that 
Kentucky is the only State in the Union 
that Indulges In what Auditor Coulter 
terms “this costly and dangerous policy 
of maintaining paupets outside of char¬ 
itable institutions.”

To Tax Bank Deposits. 


By tables the Auditor calls Attention 
to the enormous bank deposits which 
under the present laws go un- 
tnxed. A comparison showing the 
difference between the amount of dally 
deposits in banks and the amount fisted 
as In hanks by tax-payers for 1900 
Phowis that there was an average dally 
deposit of $69,363,173, of which $8,- 
773,308 was assessed for taxation. This 
shows that only 12.6 per cent, of the 
amount of cash on deposit was assessed 
for taxation 

Another table shows that 13 per¬ 
cent. of deposits was taxed in 1901. It 
also show** that the amount of omitted 
taxes from this source In two years wa* 
$578,584.04,

CIVIL AUTHORITIES WANT TO

AWAIT OFFICIAL EXPLANATION

In any event the House 
leaders doubtless will prepaic the gen¬ 
eral framework of the Philippine bill 
by or during the holidays.

No Change In Tariff Arrangement. 

It was stated at the* War Department 
to-day that the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court in the insular 
cases do not call for any change In the 
existing turiff arrangements in the Phil¬ 
ippines, and that it was not even 
deemed necessary to issue Instructions 
to the civil Governor of the inlands on 
the subject. Secretary Root has had 
several conferences with other official* 
about the enactment of legislation nec¬ 
essary to meet existing conditions, but 
he said to-day that as he had not yet 
received an official copy of the court’s 
decisions, he was unable even to Indi¬ 
cate what stepa should be taken. 

The Secretary of the Treasury to-day 
issued to collectors of customs in the 
United Slates a telegraphic order, di¬ 
recting them to admit free of duty 
goods imported from the Philippine 
Islands. Following is the order: 

“Discontinue requirement entry and 
collection of duty on merchandise 
"frown by manifest of vessel to be 
shipped from Philippines. Allow free 
delivery goods in Umd. Detain cigars 
and cigarettes until internal revenue 
stamps are affixed under circulars M 
and 85, current year. Refunds will be 
made by certified statement, where pro¬ 
tests are duly filed.” 

CIVIL AUTHORITIES WORRIED. 

Fear the Decision Applies To Reve¬ 
nues of Islands. 

Manila, Dec. 3.—The local newspapers 
here published extras when they re¬ 
ceived the news of the United States 
Supreme Court’s dreisien. In the “Four¬ 
teen Diamond Rings” case, that the 
Philippines were American territory 
and that the Imposition of duty on ar¬ 
ticles imported into the United States 
from the Philippines is Improper. The 
announcement of the decision caused 
great excitement and Jubilation among 
the merchants and genera! public hire. 
Representalives of the principal busi¬ 
ness houaes say It will revolutionize 
the entire trade of the Orient, and the 
civilians and military men are pleased 
at the prospect of sending presents 
home without having to pay duty on 
them. The civil authorities here have 
not yet formed an opinion on the sub¬ 
ject, but they think the law only ap¬ 
plies to goods going into the United 
States and are anxiously awaiting an 
official communication on the subject 
since. If the decision holds here, new 
means for obtaining funds to run the 
government will be necessary. 

Gen. Luke Wright, the Vice Gover¬ 
nor, thinks that a general revision of 
taxation Is imperative. The Spanish 
merchants are pleased, since Spanish 
goods have the same treaty rights as 
American goods. The Collector of the 
Port. W. Morgan Shuster, says It means 
returnImg the $7,000,000 collected in du¬ 
ties by the customs officials. The cus¬ 
tomhouse was besieged to-day by Im¬ 
portunate inquirers and the decision of 
the Supreme Court was the only thing 
talked about at the clubs. In mercan¬ 
tile circles and in the civil and military 
offices. 

ADMINISTRATION SATISFIED 

Mr. Gage Thinks Present Tariff Will 
Need But Little Revision. 

Washington. Dec. 3.—The Cabinet 
meeting to-day was principally con¬ 
sumed In a discussion of the insular 
decisions handed dow n yesterday by the 
Supreme Court. On the whole It Is be¬ 
lieved the Views of the majority of the 
court were quite satisfactory to the Ad¬ 
ministration. It was pointed out that 
the ultimate results of the decisions are 
In a measure speculative at present 
with the exception that the customs 
duties collected In this country* on goods 
chipped to the Philippines since the rat¬ 
ification of the Paris treaty, will have 
to be refunded. It is not thought, how¬ 
ever. that the aggregate will be large 
and Secretary Gage "expects that It will 
be within $1,090,000. He called atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the great bulk 
of the Imports from the Philippines 
were admitted free of duty under our 
general tariff laws. 

The present tariff now In operation 
In the Philippines, Mr. Gage thinks, 
will need little <»r no revision. It la j 
prepared after the most thorough and | 
Intelligent Investigation, and Is said to i 
be highly satisfactory to the bustnem | 
interests of the islands. The prepara¬ 
tion of a tariff on the Philippine im¬ 
portations into the United States, how¬ 
ever, is expected to consume consid¬ 
erable of the time of CongTe**, but 
there is expectation that, pending a 
final settlement of the question. Con¬ 
gress bv Joint resolution may continue 
the duties Imposed by the Dlngley tar¬ 
iff ami thus.

COTTON CROP REPORT. 


Statistician of the Agricultural De¬ 
partment Reports the Production 
As 9,674,000 Bales. 


Washington. Dec. 3.—The statistician 
of the Depart men t of Agriculture reports 
9,674,000 bales as the cotton production 
of the United States probable in 1901-2. 
The area picked or to be picked Is es¬ 
timated at 26.802.239 acres, a reduction 
of 730,216 acres, or 2.6 per cent, from 
the acreage planted. 

The total production of lint cotton is 
estimated at 4,529,954,000 pounds, an av¬ 
erage of 169 pounds per acre picked or 
to be picked. The estimated production 
in States, in pounds, of lint cotton per 
acre is as follows; Virginia, 176; North 
Carolina. 142: South Carolina, 141; Flor¬ 
ida 117; Georgia, 167; Alabama, 156; Mis¬ 
sissippi, 205; Louisiana, 260; Texas. 159; 
Arkansas, 173; Tennessee. 136; Missouri, 
196; Oklahoma, 196; Indian Territory. 
214. 

In addition to the department's or¬ 
dinary crop report from the agencies, 15,- 
000 ginners and 5.000 bankers and mer¬ 
chants have furnished valuable Informa¬ 
tion concerning acreage and production 
The ginners have also reported the 
amount of cotton ginned between Au¬ 
gust 15 and November 20. this year and 
hud year, with the average gross weight 
per bale and the average weight of bag¬ 
ging and ties. This has enabled the 
statistician to ascertain the average net 
weight of bales for each separate State 
and for the entire cotton belt, and these 
weights have been used In deteimining 
the total number of bales produced. 
The average net weight for the entire 
cotton belt Is 468.2 pounds, w hich Is be¬ 
lieved to be the lowest average in at 
least ten year*;. The large number of 
light bales being marketed and also 
some reduction in the proportion of lint 
to seed cotton are subjects of frequent 
comment by correspondents all all 
classes. _ _

AMERICANS FURNISH MONEY. 


ENGLISHMAN WILL BUILD SHIP¬ 
YARD AT SAULT STE. MARIE. 


TALKS OF AMERICAN METHODS 


New York, Dec. 3.—Sir Christopher 
Furness. M. P., sailed for England to¬ 
day, taking with him signed contracts 
for the building of twelve firight-carry¬ 
ing steamers of from 6.000 to 10,000 tons 
dead weight capacity, the capital, near¬ 
ly $4,000,000, to bo furnished by Ameri¬ 
cans He also made arrangements with 
the Clergue Interests at Sault Ste. Mario 
for the erection of an immense ship¬ 
building plant to be located at Sault 
Ste. Marie, close to the junction of the 
“Soo” canal and Lake Superior. Here 
will be erected steel works which will 
cost approximately $10,000,000, and the 
Iron and coal fields of Canada will fur¬ 
nish the raw* material. 

Before sailing Sir Christopher said 
that during the tw*o months he had 
spent in this country he had found why 
the United States manufacturer is 
crowding the British producer. 

He has seen here the railroad locomo¬ 
tives hauling twice the load hauled 
on the English roads wdth half the ex¬ 
pense. Everything also he had seen 
done on the same economic scale. Be¬ 
cause he believes Canada is sure to 
profit by the greatness of the United 
States he has chosen to locate his next 
project there. The drawback of Ice In 
the St. Lawrence river would be over¬ 
come by immense Ice crushing steam¬ 
ers.

Resolutions w*ere adopted protesting 
against the “excessive tax on spirits, * 
requesting that "the outage allowance” 
on goods In bond be extended so as to 
apply to goods bonded after January 1, 
1899. and on various other matters of 
Interest to the trade.

present tax of $1.10 per gallon Is “not 
only excessive, but also injurious and 
an Incentive to fraud.”

Over To Consult >V. 

C. Whitney. 


SAYS LITTLE OF EMPLOYER. 


thinks Lester Reiff Innocent—Sperks 
of Probable Winner of Next 
Year’s English Derby. 


IMITATE AMERICAN JOCKEYS. 


J OHN HUGGINS, trainer last sea. 
■on In England for W. C. Whit¬ 
ney, has returned to America, as 
was mentioned In Tuesday’s Cou¬ 
rier-Journal. Me was summoned to Amer¬ 
ica by Mr. Whitney, whose reported with¬ 
drawal of entries for next season’s races 
In Great Britain has caused wonder¬ 
ment among turfmen as to what Mr. 
Whitney Intends to do with his Tendon 
stable. i 

Before obeying this can. Trainer Hug¬ 
gins had time to discuss the English turf 
and the American Invasion of England 
In n raring .-sense. 

"First, let me say that next season in 
England is going to be great." he said. 
"The King will have horses opt, and the 
prespect* are for a lively Mason. They 
■re building a n».*w stand ut Ascot. 
There are some great horses to enter. 
There will be some fine contests. 

• • • 

Doesn’t Know About Whitney. 


"Mr Whitney? 1 cannot say what Mr. 
Whitney intends to do or what he wants 
me to do until 1 see him. In England he 
has twelve leased horses from Lady 
Mcux’s stable and five of his own. Ilis 
leased horses Include seven yearlings, 
likely youngsters, ail of them. The five j 
he owns are all three and four years old. 
None «*T them are eligible for the Derby, 
of course. They Include Game Chick, 
Wild Sea Mew and Kilmarnock. 

"I think Kilmarnock Is the best of the 
-lot. He is n big brown stallion. If** won 
the Alexander Stakes at Ascot and the 
Municipal at Paris, which la next to the 
Grand Prlx the biggest race In France. * 
Whether Mr. Whitney intends to bring 
his horses over here and give up racing 
In England 1 cannot say. i have not th-; 
slightest Inkling of his plans. 

"Mr. Whitney's lease of Rancocas, or 
part of It. 1 have not heard the least 
thing about. U is the old stock Turin 
of the late Pierre Lorillurd. for whom l 
Used to train. 1 went to England with 
him. mid afterward trained the horses 
of Lord William Beresford. 

"Stay over here If Mr. Whitney wishes 
and train his horses for the American 
turf? Well, that Is a question 1 cannot 
answer. 1 do not care to remain here 
longer than six weeks. That Is the time 
I had planned for. 1 shall go to my cot¬ 
ton plantation In Fort Bend county. Tex., 
nnd may also go to Hot Springs. Ark.” 

"Has Mr. Whitney any horses In En¬ 
gland that would Bland a chance In the 
Derby next season?" was asked. 

♦ • • 

Likely Derby Winner. 

“No. ho has not," replied Mr. Huggins. 


"But he has some likely yearlings In his 
leased stock. What they might do next 
year Is a question. The horse that may 
win the Derby Is the Duke of Westmin¬ 
ster. This horse will be three years old 
next season. He run three times last 
season, and was never beaten. 1 cannot 
recall the races. He is owned by & man 
named Seabury. 1 think, nnd I heard 
that ho bought him of the breeder for 
1125,000. The Duke. Is a purely English 
bred horse. 

"VoloUyovskl losing races after the 
Derby? Yes, he did lose some, but he 
won some, too. Remember that the horse 
had to carry a penalty of fourteen pounds 
for winning the Derby, which means that 
ho hail this added weight to carry in nil 
subsequent races. He won with Ho 
pounds on his back after the Derby vic¬ 
tory. Yolodyovnkl was Interfered with 
In the St. I-iCger. Ho Was beaten In the 
Breeders’ Stake race at Hurst Park by 
a head. Volodyovskl Is n grand horse. 
He will be heard from again 
• • • 

Speaks of Croker’s Horse=. 

"Mr. Croker's stnbb*«? Well. 1 know 
very little about Croker’s horses except 
that he has some at Newmarket and 
others at Wantage. He disposed of most 
of his older horses In the October sale. 
He has soma line yearlings; Just how 
many 1 cannot say. Wlshard Is training 
for him. you know. lie is coming over 
here later on. I low Mr. Croker camo 
out on the season 1 can't say. 

"Did he muke expenses? Well, does 
any man on the turf make expenses? lie 
won some races. 1 supposed Mr. Whit¬ 
ney to be first In the racing lust sea¬ 
son. but t heard on landing to-day that 
he stood second. Even thut Is a pretty 
good record for the season where so 
many good horses are entered. 1 suppose 
In fixing Mr. Whitney s rating they did 
not take the French race Into account. 

"Rv the way, John Mackay. who came 
over on the Minneapolis, brought fifteen 
hors. s with him for J B. Hsggtn s 
Rancho del Paso Stw.l In California. 
Markav is the superintendent of Haggln s 
stud. Some of the number are Deudonle. 
a flve-year-old. and Toddlngton. a three, 
year-old. Toddlngton wus one of the 
best two-year-olds in England. lie won 
three races In that form. I understood 
Seabury gave $15,1*00 for him. Ho sold 
him to Haggln. I do not know what 
Haggin paid. * ** 

Our Jockeys Imitated. 

"English tracks? All turf tracks, as 
you know, are better in my judgment 
than the American hard road. About 
American Jockevs In England, let me 
say they ore welcomed. The English 
Jockeys have copied the Yankee trick of 
hunching up on the withers of the horses 
The Yankee boys know how to do lids 
and get all the speed a beast has In him. 
The English nave not been slow to sea 

"About Lester R< IfT being ruled off the 
turf in England, all I can say is If tbvs 
stewards knew no more against him than 
i did he was Innocent. He was riding 
Delucv at Manchester and was beaten by 
a head. 1 wus there, and I saw nothing 
wrong with the race. He was called be¬ 
fore the stewards of the track, who re¬ 
ported him to the stewards of th»* Jockey 
Club, and the latter, after u secret ses- 
slob, ruled Rellf off the track. What he 
did thut was wrong I could not maK * out. 
Of course, fhe stewards may have hud 
knowledge that 1 did not possess. 

"The King's Jockey? Well, 1 think that 
Mr Cannon, an English lad. will take the 
King's mounts next season, hut King Ed¬ 
ward would not scruple to take an Amer¬ 
ican Jockey If ho thought the Yunke© 
would ride more winners. He Isn’t a bit 
particular in this regard. I understand. 

"The best fotir-vear-old In England to¬ 
day Is San Toy, owned by Mr. Edwards. 
In my estimation. He won the Jubilee 
at Kempton Park, the Gold Cup at Ascot 
and other races.” m 

International Athletic Contests. 

New York. Dec. 3 — International athlet¬ 
ic contests will not In future be confined 
to national champions and leaders of 
sport In the university world. It being an¬ 
nounced that an International Interschol- 
astlc track and field series was to be con¬ 
sidered, with the competitive pick of the 
schools of America and England ss op¬ 
ponents. Robert S. Patterson, of Dwight 
School, snd chairman of the Rules Com¬ 
mittee of the New York Interscholastic 
Athletic Association, hos been delegated 
to complete the arrangements. He will 
sail for Havre on the French steamship 
Pa vole on December 35. 


Big Yacht To Be Built. 

Glasgow'. Dec. 3.—J. R. Drcxel. of Phil¬ 
adelphia, will be the owner of the big¬ 
gest yacht afloat when the new vessel, 
which he ordered from Geo.

THE FOOTBALL DEATH LIST. 

Thirteen Men Ttre Killed In Three Months 
Playing the College Game. 


T HIRTEEN men or boys have 
been killed playing the college 
game of football during the 
past three months, according 
to reports published from different pacts 
of the country. Some of these met death 
In n way that should not be charged to 
the dangers of the game, and the major¬ 
ity who were killed were not In fit con¬ 
dition to play the game, us Is shown from 
the fact that most of the accidents hap- 
pened early In the season, before the 
players had w'orked themselves into con¬ 
dition. But. taking all these facts into 
consideration, ll Is evident that the col¬ 
lege game of football Is more dangerous 
to-day than ever l*efore. and that some¬ 
thing should be done to relieve it of some 
of these dangers. 

One of the best methods of reducing 
the number of accidents would be to for¬ 
bid the game being played In schools 
where the boys are not especially pre¬ 
pared and carefully examined for to¬ 
nes;* to taka part in such a rugged con¬ 
test. The association game, In which 
there Is less* rough work and more run¬ 
ning. would be a far preferable game 
for boys, and It would be well for schools 
to adopt that style of game. 

For wcll-seasonod men the college game 
Is net especially dangerous to life, al¬ 
though It Is to lltnb. However, there la 
some danger to llfp, and it wilt only Dike 
one death In a big football gnnu*. when 
a great crowd nt peopto Is present. t*> 
cause the rules to- be so mortified n» to 
remove some of the dangers or to cause 
th* go mo to be thrown out altogether 
. Hundreds or minor qcetdonts have hap- 
-prrn*d on the To"taall field this «seu?**ni. 
find :* number rtf tU<>fte tnjnrvu men nr«« 
‘prettv apt to die. thus swelling the list 
.of iatnlltle*.

The First Message. 

If some one else had wrliten Mr. 
Roosevelt’s first message to Congress 
and M:\ Roosevelt had sat in judgment 
on it, ho would have criticised It as 
unnecessarily long. 

Elimination ami condensation are 
hard tasks for a wilter who Is much in 
earnest and who la desirous of rising 
to the measure of a big opportunity. 
Mr. Roosevelt knows so much about 
many of the points which he discusses 
in hi* message and he has such posi¬ 
tive opinions about all, that In his wish 
to define his own views fully and im¬ 
pressively he is needlessly expansive. 
His message could have been as com¬ 
prehensive and more forcible if com¬ 
pressed in half the space which It nowr 
requires. In its style it is straightfor¬ 
ward. vigorous, sincere. There is lit¬ 
tle or no straining after fine phrases or 
those pompous periods which so many 
have attested, as essential to the litera¬ 
ture of “statesmanship.'* Mr. Roose¬ 
velt writes in simple English, with ag¬ 
gressive directness, and leaves no doubt 
of his meaning, where he cares to dis¬ 
close a meaning. He Avoids the stilted 
dignity of conventional state papers, 
but lie does not lack the dignity of hon¬ 
esty. earnestness and clearness. 

Ope of the faults of- the message, 
which had it been shunned would have 
shortened the document to its advan¬ 
tage. is the President's tendency to deal 
too much in academic truisms. He as¬ 
sumes too freely the attitude of a 
schoolmaster giving elementary in¬ 
struction to the primary class. Most 
of what he says in this way will not 
be denied, and it could have been said 
In fewer words or omitted altogether. 

There will be no quarrel with him. 
however, for his extended remarks on 
the subject of anarchy. He goes much 
farther than most or those who have 
expiessed themselves officially on this 
subject, ami It is to be hoped that his 
denunciation of this evil and hl9 recom¬ 
mendations regarding It will spur Con¬ 
gress to remedy the defects in our ex¬ 
isting laws and to stop at no halfway 
measures In the long-deferred purpose 
of eradicating this crime against socie¬ 
ty and the national life itself. 

In his handling of the “trust ’ prob¬ 
lem there Is nothing to justify the fears 
with which corporate capital in some 
quarters seems to have awaited his 
mvisage. He is not blind to the evils 
and enejoaehmenls rv>***dble and actual 
among combinations, but he Is free 
from the demagogy which might with 
reason alarm Inoffensive combinations. 
He recognises the good which the “cap¬ 
tains of Industry’’ have wrought in the 
development of the country and the es¬ 
sential part which profitable capital and 
effective combinations have played in 
that great work and which they must 
continue to play. But he also recog¬ 
nises their abuses, and it Is to correct 
these that he advises Government in¬ 
tervention. His position Is expressed 
In the phrase, “combination and concen¬ 
tration should be. not prohibited, but su¬ 
pervised and within reasonable limits 
controlled." 

> The firs: essential In dealing with 
these combinations, lie contends. Is 
publicity, which is the only sure rem¬ 
edy that, can be invoked. Public action 
with reference to them must be based 
on public knowledge of their affairs 
and methods. But lie would do nothing 
In haste or Hostility. “The ignorant or 
feckless agitator,” he truly says, “has 
been the* really eltective friend of the 
evils which he has been nominally op¬ 
posing. In dealing with business In¬ 
terests. fer the Government to under¬ 
take by crude and Ill-considered legis¬ 
lation to do what may turn out to be 
bad. would be to incur the risk of such 
far-reaching national disaster that it 
would be piefeiabte to undertake noth¬ 
ing at all. Tlie men who demand the 
Impossible or the undesirable serve as 
the all lea of the forced with which they 
are nominally at war. for they ham¬ 
per tho/6 w ho wonld endeavor to find 
out in rational fssn.on what the wrongs 
ru&ily ato jnd to what extent and in 
What inanp-r it l.s practicable to apply 


workers as of more vital moment to the 
whole country' thAn anything else, ex¬ 
cept the welfare of the farmers, and he 
suggests various details for protecting 
the laboiera* Interests. He puts in this 
paragraph a word of truth which too 
many labor “agitators" Ignore or only 
partially comprehend: 

“The chief factor In the success of each 
mar—wage-worker, farmer and capitalist 
. ailkv—must ever In? the sum total of his 
: own Individual qualities and ubinttes. S e- 
ond only to this come? the power of act¬ 
ing in combination or association with 
others. Very great good baa been ani 
will be ncecraplbrhcd by associations or 
unions of wage-workers, when managed 
with forethought, and when they combine 
Insistence upon their ovra rights with iaw- 
abUlng respect for the rights of others.” 

He is not happy fit hts treatment of 
the tariff question. The business inter¬ 
ests should not be disturbed at this 
time, he insists, by any general tariff 
changes. He favuts reciprocity, so he 
says, but his definition of reciprocity is 
that It U the “handmaid of protection," 
and the only reciprocity w r hlch he seems 
to have in view* is that by which we 
may ge; something for nothing—If there 
is any such reciprocity. He asks the 
attention of the Senate to the reciproci¬ 
ty treaties negotiated under President 
McKinley, without himself expressing 
any opinion of them. 

He favors some sort of ship subsidy; 
provision for a more elastic currency; 
reduction of revenues; amendment of 
the Interstate Commerce law; more ef¬ 
fective forest protection: national Irri¬ 
gation; a stronger navy; a more ef¬ 
ficient army; the isthmian canal and 
the new treaty with reference thereto; 
Independence for Cuba; the thorough 
preparation of the Filipinos for self- 
government. and legislation for opening 
the Philippines to American Industrial 
development. He is unambiguous In 
his support of civil service reform, and 
outspoken in hia demand that It shall 
extend to the Philippines. 


The City Tajc Rate. 

The tax levy ordinance is now being 
considered by the Mayor and the Gen¬ 
eral Council. Intimations have been 
made that It may be necessary to ad¬ 
vance the levy from $1.50, the pres¬ 
ent rate, to a figure somewhat In ex¬ 
cess of that. 

The Courier-Journal has no doubt 
that both the Mayor and the members 
of the Council will give this question 
very careful consideration before reach¬ 
ing a decision. Mr. Grainger has had 
long and large experience in municipal 
affairs, particularly tvith that part de¬ 
voted to street improvements, and 
Is a good judge of what is needed i;i 
further outlay. The members of the 
Board of Aldermen are also expe¬ 
rienced men and large tax-pa>ers. 
Many of them, like the Mayor, are en¬ 
gaged in manufacturing and other com¬ 
mercial pursuits besides being real es¬ 
tate owners. Hence there is no danger 
that they will take any steps that n ay 
be the worse for the interests of tax¬ 
payers in general. The presumption is 
that they will keep the levy as low as 
possihie compatible with the real n*rds 
of the city and themselves. • 

We must say, on the other land, 
that the arguments so far presented do 
not Indicate the necessity for raiding 
the rate more than a very small ad¬ 
vance. We are unquestionably in need 
of more and larger sewers. Sanitary 
reasons demand them as well as the 
convenience of the citizens, 'fti-* Hood¬ 
ing of cellars at certain well known 
points In the city Is too notorious to 
need particularizing. The same stories 
of devastation come after every heavy 
rainstorm. In the opinion of many the 
city is liable to damages for these pe¬ 
riodical overflows. They are due in 
some cases to bad engineering, but in 
most Instances to lack of sew.r «a- 
pacity. The present drainage system is 
altogether Inadequate to the existing 
needs of the city, not to apeak of what 
will be required by future generations. 

The matter of sewer outlay. how*rv>r, 
is one that calls for Indirect taxation. 
It should be met by Issues of bonds that 
could gradually be paid off and part of 
these burdens t»e thus shared by 
the future which would experi¬ 
ence the benefit. A small issue 
was authorized lost year, hut it is 
inadequate to the requirements. With 
the matter Uhl properly before the 
people we feel confident they would au¬ 
thorize another bond iesue for this spe¬ 
cial work upon assurance that the 
money thus raised would be expended 
economically nr,d wisely. 

The mailer of sewer taxation being 
relegated, for the most part, to the 
future, every effort should be made to 
maintain a tax rate that will invite 
capital, not drive It away. The moral 
effect of low taxe^ is very great and 
by enhancing real estate and person¬ 
alty values soon provides Increased 
reveuues. With strict economy on the 
pai l of the administration such import¬ 
ant savings can be mad*, whit* at the 
same time giving efficient government, 
that there is uo need of high taxes. 
The city ha* been brought steadily into 
a better position for yeais. People who 
recall the miserable streets w«? had 
when Mayor Jacob forced through the 
granite appropriations can bed tell 
what has been accomplished since then. 
We have now better paved and cleaner 
streets than most cities, and the cost 
of these has been reduced every year. 
At tb- same time the tax rate has been 
brought down to reasonable figures 
through the increase of wealth.and par¬ 
ticularly th* bank ami franchise tnxe* 
have provided an Increased rever.u* 
The same tendency to better thing* 
must be maintained, bu; the pc-r.p: t j* 
Interests must be consulted w? f^j 
sure this w r II be done.

The Measure of Protection 

In his message read in Congree* yes¬ 
terday president Kooecv*lt undertakes 
to !ay down a measure of the iAmount 
of protection that should he extended 
to American industries, lie says: 

"Every application of our tariff polio 
to me*t our shifting rational deeds mu*. 


be conditioned upon the cardinal fact that 
the duties must never be reduced below 
Che point that will cover the difference 
| between the labor cost here and abroad. 
The well-being of the wage-worker •«» a 
prime consideration, of our entire policy 
of economic legislation. 

“Subject to ibis proviso of the proper 
protect on necessary to our industrial well- 
being at home, the principle of reciprocity 
must command our hearty support.*’ 

Iri recent national campaigns we 
had a good deal of discussion of the 
measure of value. Lawyer^ also con¬ 
cern themselves constantly with the 
measure of damages for breach of con¬ 
tracts or other wrongs for whlrh money 
compensation is claimed, But protec¬ 
tionists. especially those of the ex¬ 
treme school, have generally been re¬ 
luctant to define the measure of pro¬ 
tection to be extended to any partic¬ 
ular industry. The rule in practice has 
been to extend lo every set of men be¬ 
longing to the elect whatever legisla¬ 
tive favors they think they ought to 
have. Oil one former occasion, how¬ 
ever. when the Republican party ex¬ 
pected to be hard pressed In a nation¬ 
al campaign, it did undertake to define 
the measure of protection which is In¬ 
dispensable. The national platform 
adopted at Minneapolis June 9. 1892. 
contained a declaration that "on all 
imports coming into competition with 
American labor there should be levied 
duties equal to the difference between 
wages abroad and at horn*." It will 
be observed that in his message the 
President has followed the doctrin* laid 
down by his party In 1892. 

If we accept as sincere the pretense 
that protection la chiefly for the benefit 
of the working people—and It is upon 
this pretense that the system han been 
maintained—the rule here laid down 
undoubtedly fixes the highest tariff 
rate that can consistently be adopted. 
To the extent that the tariff keeps up 
prices it permits the domestic employer 
to pay higher wages to his employes 
than he could pay without the tariff. 
Where the rule fails to work in prac¬ 
tice 16 that It does not compel the em¬ 
ployer to increase wages with the in¬ 
crease in the price of what the labor 
employed produces. The price of labor 
is regulated, not by the tariff, but by 
supply and demand, and even when 
the tariff Increases the demand for 
labor it does not limit the supply, as it 
does the supply of the products of 
labor. On the contrary there is a con¬ 
tinual addition to the supply of labor¬ 
ers by Immigration upon which no tax 
is levied. Cheap goods are kept out 
by protective taxes, but cheap labor 
keeps coming in all the time. In spite 
of the law against the Introduction of 
foreign laborers under contract it is 
pretty well understood that the un¬ 
lawful Importation of laborers Is going 
on all the time. 

But after having laid down this rule 
for the measure of protection that is 
requisite to keep up what they call 
“the American scale of wages," the Re¬ 
publicans have refused to be bound by 
it. It would be difficult to fix the aver¬ 
age difference between wages here and 
abroad on all Imported commodities, 
but it is known to be very much less 
than the average tariff rate on dutiable 
articles. The difference, of course, 
would vary with each commodity, and 
the rate on each would require to be 
fixed so as to cover this difference and 
no more. But it Is perfectly well known 
that on a great many article? the tar¬ 
iff is more than the total labor cost 
of the domestic article. The average 
rate of duty on all dutiable articles 
Imported Is about 50 per cent., which 
Is far more than the total labor cost of 
similar articles produced at home. And 
.whenever there Is a proposition to re¬ 
duce existing duties, as by a reciprocity 
treaty, still leaving them far higher 
than Is necessary to cover the differ¬ 
ence ot labor cost, there is a howl from 
the Industry thus affected, to which the 
moss of the Republican leaders feel 
compelled to listen. This Is shown by 
the oppofeitlon of the knit-goods maktra 
to the French treaty, although Mr. 
Kasson figures out that it would still 
Dave them 51.50 per cent, of protection 
This Is a very conservative estimate; 
on the basis of former importatlonb 
and prices it wouid be much more. In 
any event it would be far more than 
the difference of labor cost. 

The difference between the operation 
of the rub* laid down by President 
Roosevelt and that followed in the 
framing of the Dlngley Bill is easily 
shown. The President’s measure of 
protection would relieve the domestic 
producer of every disadvantage arising 
from the higher labor cost of his prod¬ 
ucts. if It I? higher, but it would not 
enable him, by combination or other¬ 
wise, to extort as high prices as he 
may under existing laws. When he 
put up the price far above what the 
conditions Justify imports of similar 
articles made abroad would begin to 
flow in and force the extortion to 
cease. In effect, therefore, the exist¬ 
ing taiiff Is not one for protection 
merely, but a tariff for extortion, and 
even the friends of moderate protection 
are beginning to see this and to pro¬ 
test against tt.

Corn Suffered More Than 
Other Staples. 


COTTON YIELD IS ALSO LOW. 


PEANUTS FELL OFF ABOUT FOUR 
BUSHELS FROM THE AV¬ 
ERAGE YIELD. 


MUCH WINTER WHEAT SOWN. 


Nashville, Tenn!, Dec. 3.— [Special.]— 
Commissioner Paine, of the Agricul¬ 
tural Department, has reported on crop 
conditions In Tennessee. All the cotton 
in West Tennessee, he says, has been 
picked The cotton production of the 
State Was only 61 per cent, and the 
average yield 404 pounds to the acre. 
The lowest yield of all the agricultural 
staples In Tennessee was in corn, the 
percentage was only 46 per cent, and 
the average yield per acre was only 
I seven bushels. In stock peas the yield 
was 58 per cent, of a full crop. Peanuts 
yielded thirty-six bushels to the acre, 
whereas they should have yielded forty 
bushels to the acre. The millet crop 
was about 78 per cent, of whnt It should 
have been. Live stock has been about 
88 per cent of whnt It usually Is in 
average years. The farmers, despite 
their short yield of corn, are In good 
shape as to provender for the live stock 
for the reason that they have planted 
larg<* quantite* of late* grasses for hay, 
and this, wiih their fodder and peas, 
will give them enough foodstuff to last 
through the winter. The winter wheat 
crop already sow n Is about 91 per cent, 
of the average and the winter oats Is 
down to 84 per cent, of the average. 


TRAMP'S GENEROUS ACT. 


Wanted To Bear Burden of Crime 
Committed By Pal. 

Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 3.—[Special.]— 
When Edward Johnson and Walter 
Howard, the tramps who stole a lot of 
goods from a freight car on the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville railroad a few milts 
from this city, a few nights ngo. w*ere 
asked to plead in the Criminal Court 
to-day. both pleaded guilty, but John¬ 
son said: 

“Judge, if you can let the lad go I 
am willing to take the whole blame, as 
I persuaded him to assist in the crime.’* 

Johnson went on to sxy that he was 
the older and had met Howard In l»u- 
isvllle and they were coming South In 
a car. They were hungry and without 
money and he persuaded the lad to as¬ 
sist him In throwing the goods out of 
tlie car. 

Howard said lie w as twenty years old 
and came from Ohio; that his parents 
were dead and he came South to find 
work for the winter He said 
never been in trouble before. 

Johnson is thirty-two years old and 
came from Indiana. He seid he had 
never been guilty of such an offense 
before and would not have committed 
this except that he was hungry.

CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS 
CHANGES JUDGE EVANS’ 
DECISION. 


Suit of James S. Phelps Against Mu¬ 
tual Reserve Fund Life 
Association. 


The United States Circuit Couri of Ap¬ 
peals in Cincinnati yesterday* reversed 
Judge Evans* decision In the suit of 
James 8. Phelps against the Mutual R?- 
serve Fund Life Association of New 
York, In which he granted an injunction 
to prevent the Fidelity Trust and Safety 
Vault Company, as receiver appointed 
by Judge Toney lu this particular suit, 
from obeying the State court’s mandate 
and to restrain It from taking posses¬ 
sion of or in anv way attempting to 
control the asset? of the a?»oe!ation in 
Kentucky. 

Mr. Benjamin F. Washer, who. with 
the late Mr. Zach Phelps, was counsel 
for the plaintiff In the case, received a 
telegram yesterday afternoon announc¬ 
ing the ivurt’a dlss.dotlon of the Injunc¬ 
tion. 

A large number of suits have been 
filed in the Jefferson Circuit Court sim¬ 
ilar to the suit In question. Mr. Phelps 
In hi? suit sought to recover $1,991.20, 
with Interest, which umeunt was alleged 
to be the aggregate of certain assess¬ 
ment#, dues and premiums which the a«- 
soclation Is said to have received from 
Mr. Phelps during his membership. 

Mr. Phelpg’ main alligations, as were 
those made in the other suits filed 
against the association, were that the 
association had committed certain al¬ 
leged arbitrary and illegal acts m 
changing the character of Us business 
and substituting fur the asressunnt plan 
of Insurance the method# and figures in 
use by old line straight life companies. 

Mr Phelps secured a judgment for the 
amount sued for. and the execution was 
returned “no property found." There¬ 
upon Mr. Phchw filed an amended ar.d 
supplemental petition, which, after re¬ 
citing tne history of the case, prayed an 
attachment against or garnishment of 
persisting policy holders of the asso¬ 
ciation, or that a receiver be appclnied. 
Judge Toney appointed the Fidelity 
Trust and Safety Vault Company as the 
receiver. 

Other legal steps were taken, and 
finally the association secures from 
Judgr Evans an injunction to restrain 
the receiver from obeying the State 
court’s mandate. The State court’s 
judgment was attacked as void. It was 
contended that the State court had no 
Jurisdiction becauee the sutnmonaes 
served on the Insurance Commiaslonet 
and Ben Frexe. the ailegod managing 
agent of the a*- jolatioc in Jeffereon 
county, were both ineffective in bring¬ 
ing the association before the court. 
These summonses were served respec¬ 
tively on February 28. 19U0. and March 
1. I90‘i. but the t! en Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner. W. H. Stone, had on October 10. 
1899. revoked the license granted the as¬ 
sociation to do buplmaa in Kentucky. 

This decision of Judgt Evans was a 
direct Tlap in the face of Use State 
courts order?. Judge Toney subse¬ 
quently. elaborate opinion, on a 

petition for advice from the receiver, 
while ft.ll arguing in support of the t» »• 
sltion taken by him. submitted and thus 
stopped In the very firs* stdg s what 
might have been a Serious conflict be¬ 
ta.* n State and FedtraJ officers. And 
now the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals reverses Judge Evans.

For months armed camp? have been no¬ 
toriously maintained for the obvious ard 
exclusive purpose of unionizing the mates 
by violence and Intimidation. All persons 
in these camps are by reason of vhe.r re¬ 
maining there and aviating In maintain¬ 
ing thorn partes to this conspiracy to in¬ 
timidate. Such a conspiracy is a felony. 
Any peace officer ha* the right to arrest 
any person who he has rooawnable grounds 
to believe Is guilty of a felony. It Is 
therefore the plain dufy of every peace 
officer in the county to arrevt ail these in¬ 
ti mid mors. It is the duty of the prosecut¬ 
ing attorneys to prosecute them vlgorou ly 
and it Is the duty of the Judges to give 
*h”m a speedy aaxl impartial trial, if the 
local officer* are unable to makii three 
arrests they have the right to call on the 
Governor of the R;aie for the azsUranee 
of the nulUia, and It is then the duty of 
the Governor, through the military offi¬ 
cers of the State, to afford this assist¬ 
ance.

It 
has been violated, and is being v.dated 
every day. There cannot be an officer in 
chat locality who has not reasonable 
grounds to belli.ve tiiat Lhe real and only 
purpose of thes^ armed camps Is to alarm, 
disturb and intimidate tin* nonunion mm. 
er?. No lawful and peucefu: j urp.se nereL 
for its promotion an armed camp In defi¬ 
ance of public authority. 

If the present laws can thus be ignored 
and Lhu offenses which have been and are 
committed every dwy can thu* Ik con¬ 
doned by tlie public officers, it is idle to 
hope that any Legislature con pass any 
law which wouHl reach rhe situation. If 
public officers can now* permit them? Ives 
to be doped into believing that these 
camps of Inttaflldatore exist only for law¬ 
ful purposes and employ only ptacefui an.I 
proper methods, and that they are in 
good faith the actual residences of p*ace. 
ful and law-abiding citizen*, thon no law 
on earth could be passed which would 
meet the situation. This «y#tfm of band¬ 
ing together to terrorize citizens and to 
interfere with rheir following their ordi¬ 
nary avocations must always and inev- 
Itub y produce IH«- cond lion cf Wwie- oes 
now existing.

Certainly no other player 
in recent years has stepped from such ob¬ 
scurity to the very center of the foot¬ 
lights and has there held her own more 
worthily. Unknown, unrecognized, with¬ 
out the support of strong friends and to 
the sharp displeasure of powerful ene¬ 
mies. Miss Crosman has forced a recog¬ 
nition of her unyielding force of will no 
less than the reality of her art. Within 
the space of but one year, her name, be¬ 
fore unknown. Is able everywhere to 
command a hearing for Its possessor. 

And so the audience of last night was 
one in common with those of the other 
cities of the Central West which have 
not been slow to fellow the trading of the 
cities of tho East. Il is but human na¬ 
ture “where play and player come widely 
heralded that the first impress.on ts one 
rattier of half-formed and unanswered 
questioning than of unreserved aesem to 
hitherto unopposed rhdms of surpassing 
merit. And it hi for'this reason that the 
first Influence of Mi*s Crosman’s Nell 
Gwynn is not one wholly of command. 
Tlie act red s has passed the day* In which 
the charm of youth in ar.d by Itself gives 
Illusion to the portrayal of a being wnose 
beauty and allurement were aided by th 
fire and daring which are youth’s chlefest 
poreesidons. Beauty Mlss Crosman hss 
not. She la not a magnetic ac res;, lit 
t.hc sense that her voice, person, bearing 
and every action at once bring quick, re 
bpons*. The purely personal Qualities at 
her command are pleasing rather than 
compelling. But with fuller years has 
come a ripened art. The results ob.mined 
come from knowiedg.*, expertenc . trains 1 
perception, unremitting effert and the un¬ 
changing beHef that fltnetg for success 
means fitting one’s self for its realizadon. 
Whvre actresses wholly d pendent cn their 
youth ami physical charm might ca.ch 
the> ear ami please the eye of the unthink¬ 
ing with their tmbcdlment of Mistress 
Nell. Mi«n Crosman makes her pre* ntu 
tlon of tlie orange girl an individual ami 
distinctive creation, endewtd with a s.-nsL 
Uvr wvimAn’d feeling a generous sympathy 
for those finer elements of chat actor, a 
quick appreciation of Neil Gwynn's wit 
and resource and courage. 

The metres- is not a charming ar.d Win¬ 
some “pretty Nellie." Better than that, 
She ha* gone below the mere surface uf 
things ar.d ha.^ entered into a full ar.d 
understanding comprehension of. those 
elements of character which made Neil 
Gwj-nne w*hat ^he was. Her ar; is Miffi- 
clent for Midlr rightful exprewlon. 

Mr. Hazelton has drawn # his Nell a 
madcap, a dashing, rollicking, devil-may- 
care hoyden, acknowledging no coi’e o; 
act.on other than an honest and true al¬ 
legiance to those she loves, with the wit 
and rhe will to defend herself and them. 

Jf the role of Mistress Nell encted with 
the first two acts there are other octresej 
than Miss Crosman who could play It 
better. It Is in the second and closing 
acts that ehc fully realizes tho part and 
wins rightly’ deserved admiration from her 
audience. The half-frightened, half-inso¬ 
lent Adair flouting th* King, coquetting 
with the women, tricking the Duchess, 
trapping Charles into open confession of 
hla love for Nell and the last gallant 
dash up the stairway with the deflaht, 
“To hell wld yez,” as five springs through 
the window, is a stirring piece of work 
throughout, perfect in its detail and by. 
play and delightful In Its spir t and move¬ 
ment. 

In tho closing act the awift transition 
from pretty bravado to genuine terror, 
from the dash and swagger of the Irbh 
lad to the woman who knows that her 
love :« but an episode In the life uf a king 
of daim*. !s finely told. No le** iff o Le¬ 
ly expressed are the gay mockery of the 
Kitig In his search for veng anre, t.:c 
swift delight of triumph over th - Duchess 
and the d • r feeling of happiness that 
comes from service to country and lo th* 
man she love*. 

Mr. Hazelton hits cunningly galnrd for 
his depiction of Nell an added If unde¬ 
served sympathy because he luis sub¬ 
ordinated the love intrigues, making 
them an accompaniment to the Intrigue* 
for the saving of the State In this re¬ 
spect. his picture of Nell Is one of the 
most a uracil vo over given to the stage 
While his plot is not strongly women and 
too much is left to Inference, the play 
moves quickly, has abundant action, ex¬ 
cellent sentiment and a style or uq mean 
value. Many c*f Us lines have point ami 
wit. kecnne&y and satire that cause them 
to be remembered. 

Henry Woodruff, who plays the roll of 
Charles, was somewhat stilted and affect¬ 
ed in hls earlier work, and at times he 
gave evidence of uncertainty as to hia 
u&cs. When the action aulekened Mr. 


it oodruff gathered confidence and grave 
an Rdmirablo and spirited performance. 

William Herbert was excellent as 
Strings. Hia work In the first act and 
the touch of pathos he threw Into the re¬ 
cital of his children starving for bread 
when he had nothing to givo them but 
music, redf-omed the act from the com¬ 
monplace. 

Adele Block was heavy and wooden as 
the Duchess of Portsmouth. 

The oth«?r rolls were fairly played and 
the settlric;;. trappings and costuming de¬ 
mand a word of praise.

THE BILL WTIL BE PREPARED. 


The meeting of the Re*all Grocers* 
Association of Kentucky came to an 
end last night with a big banquet at 
the Louisville Hotel. At the afternoon 
session of the association officers were 
elected and J. H. Button, of Louisville, 
was chosen president. The grocers de¬ 
termined to make a fight for an amend¬ 
ment to the State exemption laws which 
will give a creditor the right to a rea¬ 
sonable part of a debtor s earnings. 
The Legislative Committee will prepare 
* a bill which will make it possible to 
realize on personal and homestead prop¬ 
erty In the possession of the debtor 
w ho refuses to pay his Just debts. 

The retail grocers met at 2:40 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon In the Exchange 
Hall of the Board of Trade building for 
the second and ilnai session of their first 
convention In Kentucky. Temporary 
Chairman A. J. Ross was in the chair. 
Tho Aral order of business was the re¬ 
port of the CusnmltJbce on Resolutions, 
which was adopted a« read. The recom¬ 
mendations contained in this report wire 
as follows: 

First—An amendment to the State ex-* 
emptlon laws which will give a creditor 
a right to a reasonable part of a 
debtor's earnings. The Legislative Com- 
Tmttee was requested to prepare a bill 
wfcich will make It possible to realize on 
personal and homestead property in the 
possession of the debtor who refuses to 
pey hl6 Just debts. 

Second—That a law prohibiting the 
assignment of wages to money sharks 
be passed, and that the assignment of 
wages be made a matter of public rec¬ 
ord. 

Third—That a law be passed similar 
to that now In force In the Stales of 
Minnesota. Wisconsin and Indiana.

itors. 

Fourth—That grocers be urged to sup¬ 
port. without regard to their party gi¬ 
ft Hatton, political candidates pledged to 
the support of these measures. 

Fifth—The passage of laws putting an 
end to the use of trading stamps and 
gift schemes. 

Sixth—National and Slate legislation 
advocating pure foods. 

Seventh—A law making It & misde¬ 
meanor to prim false and misleading 
advertisements. and that prices and 
qualities shall be as represented. 

Etghih—Condemning the parcel post 
and post check rate and pledging sup¬ 
port to the national organization In its 
fight against these evils. 

Ninth—That wholesalers be requested 
to refrain from selling to consumers. 

Tentii—Thanks to Louisville grocers, 
the Board of Trade and the dally press 
for fair and impartial reports. 

The report of the Committee on Con¬ 
stitution and By-laws declared that the 
present exemption lAws are partial, 
illusive and unjust, and should be 
amended. 

The Committee on Legislation was in¬ 
structed to prepa.se a bill to modify 
Article XV.. Sections 1697 to 1708, of the 
Kentucky Statutes, so as to give better 
opportunity for the collection of per¬ 
sonal debts. The report further recom¬ 
mended the affiliation of the State as¬ 
sociation with the national, and the 
dose union among State and the local 
and the county associations: that the

WAS CAPTURED, HOWEVER. AND 
HANGED A TEW HOURS LAT¬ 
ER FOR MURDER. 


HAD KILLED AN OLD FARMER. 


Mount Holly, N. J.. Dec. 2—Charles 
Brown made a desperate attempt to 
break Jail a fih*>rt time before the hour 
set for his execution this morning. Ae 
his rplrltual adviser, the Rev. J. C. 
Diesinger, of Camden, was leaving the 
cell, In compliance with a wish of the 
prisnner that he be left alone half an 
hour to prepare himself for death. 
Brown 'suddenly rushed from his cell 
armed with a piece of Fad pipe, which 
he brandished at the guards. 

Surprised by the suddenness of the 
attack the guards fell back. Brown 
da?-hed down the corridor, sprang down 
a ftaort Bight of steps and reached the 
kitchen. He waved a*ide guards who 
were follow ing him. Jumped through a 
window and reached the yard, where he 
armed himself with an ax. 

One of the deputies who approached 
the desperate man was struck on the 
ann with a piece of pipe, but other* 
clused in on Brown and overpowered 
him. He was manacled and placed in 
hla cell to await execution. 

He was hanged at 10:06 o’clock for 
complicity in the murder of Washing¬ 
ton Hunter. Death was instantaneous. 

Washington Hunter, for whose mur¬ 
der Brown was hanged, was a wealthy 
retires farmer of seventy y»*ars, and 
lived with hk, wife at Riverside. N. J. 
Cm the night M January 25 last Charles 
Brown. John Young. Charles Miller and 
Otto Keller forced an entrance Into 
Hunter's hous'* with th* Intention of 
robbing the place. Mr. Hunter resisted 
and was brutally beaten with an Iron 
boll. Hi? wife brought him a revolver, 
with which he defended himself until 
his as^-ilants were frightened away. 
Mr Hunter died four days later. 

Youn-g and Keller were arrested tin 
New- York and Keller turned Stage’s 
evidence. He is now awaiting sentence. 
Brown was found in Sing Sing prison, 
where he was serving a term for burg¬ 
lary Gov. Odell pardoned him In or¬ 
der that he might be brought here for 
trial cr the murder charge. Miller has 
not yet been apprehended. 

Young and Brown were both convict¬ 
ed of murder in the first degree, and 
were to hove been hanged together to¬ 
day. Young, however, secured a writ of 
error from the Court of Errors and Ap¬ 
peals, which acted as a stay.

BT AGITATION OF THE TARIFF 


Recommendation, However, For Abolition 
of Needless Duties and For 
Reciprocity. 


TRUST QUESTION A DELICATE ONE. 


Publicity and Federal Supervision Suggested For 
the Regulation of Great Industrial 
Combinations. 


ANARCHY STRONGLY DENOUNCED 


Washington, Dec. 8.—The message of 
President Roosevelt, aent to Congress 
to-day, Is as follows: 

To the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives: 

The Congress assembles this year under 
the shadow of & great calamity. On tha 
6th of September President McKinley 
was shot by an anarchist while attending 
the Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo, 
and died in that city on the 14th of that 
month. 

Of the last seven elected Presidents, ho 
la the third who ha* been murdered, and 
the bare recital of this fact la sufficient to 
justify grave alarm among all loyal 
American citizen*. Moreover, the cir¬ 
cumstances of this, the third assassina¬ 
tion of an American President, have a pe¬ 
culiarly sinister significance. Both Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln and President Garfield were 
killed by assassins of types unfortunately 
got uncommon in history; President Lln- 
«oln falling a victim to the terrible pas- 
•lons aroused by four years of civil wal. 
find President Garfield to the revengeful 
Vanity of a disappointed offleeseeker. 
President McKinley was killed by an ut¬ 
terly depraved criminal belonging to that 
body of criminals who object to all gov¬ 
ernments. good and bad alike, who are 
against any form of popular liberty If It 
Is guaranteed by even the most just and 
liberal laws, and who are as hostile to the 
upright exponent of a free people’s sober 
will as to the tyrannical and Irresponsible 
despot. 

It is not too much to say that at the 
time of President McKinley's death ho 
was the most widely loved man In all the 
United States; while we have never 
had any public man of his position 
who has been so wholly free from 
the bitter animosities Incident to pub¬ 
lic life. Hla political opponents were 
the first to bear the heartiest and most 
generous tribute to the broad kindliness of 
nature, the sweetness and gentleness of 
character which so endeared him to hts 
close associates. To a standard of lofty 
Integrity In public life he united the ten¬ 
der affections and home virtues which are 
all-important in the make-up of national 
character. A gallant soldier In the groat 
war for the Union, he also shone as an 
example to all our people because of bis 
conduct In the most sacred and Intimate 
of home relations. There could be no per¬ 
sonal hatred of him, for he never acted 
with aught but consideration for the wel¬ 
fare of others. No one could fall to re¬ 
spect him who knew him in public or 
private life. The defenders of those mur¬ 
derous criminals who seek to excuse their 
criminality by asserting that It Is exer¬ 
cised for political ends. Inveigh against 
wealth and Irresponsible power. But for 
this assassination even this bass apology 
cannot be urged. 

• • • 

Assassin Struck At Honest Toll, 


President McKinley was a man of mod¬ 
erate rorans. a man whow* stock sprang 
from ths sturdy UIIcts of the soil, who 
had himself belonged among the wage¬ 
workers. who had entered the army 
as a prtrate soldier. Wealth was nofi 
•cruvk at when the President was assas¬ 
sinated. but the honest toll which is con¬ 
tent wUh moderate gains sfter a lifetime 
of unremitting labor, largely In the serv- 
loe of the public. 8t!!l less was power 
at ruck at in the sens* that pow»»r Is irre¬ 
sponsible or centered in the hands of any 
emo individual. The blow was not aimed 
at tyranny or wealth. It was aimed at 
<me of the strongest champions the wage- 
worker has ever had; at on* of the most 
faithful representatives of the system of 
public rights and representative govern- 
menr who has ever risen to public office 
President McKinley filled that political 
office for whlcfr. the entire people vote, 
and no President-nut even Lincoln hlra- 
•eir—was ever more earnestly anxious to 
represent the well thought-out wishes of 
the people; his one anxiety In every crisis 
was to keep in closest touch with the p>o. 
pie--to find out what they thought ..r.d to 
endeavor to give expression to their 
thought, after having endeavored to gubi* 
that thought aright. Ho had just been 
tc- elected to the presidency becauso the 
majority of our citizens. the majority of 
our farmers and wage-workers, believed 
that he had faithfully upheld their Inter¬ 
ests for four years. They felt thems«lv^s 
in close and Intimate touch wdth him 
They felt that he represented so well and 
oo honorably all their Ideals and aspira¬ 
tions that they wished him to continue 
for another four yean* to represent them 

And thlA was the man at whom the as¬ 
sassin struck! That there might be noth¬ 
ing lacking to complete the Judas-like in¬ 
famy of his act, he took advantage of an 
occasion when the President was meeting 
the people generally; and advancing as If 
to take the hand outstretched to him in 
klndiy and brotherly fellowship, ho turned 
the nobio and generous confidence of the 
victim into an op-pomml-y to strike the 
fatul blow. There is no baser deed in nil 
the annals of crime. 

The stork. the grief of the country, are 
bitter in the minds of all who saw the 
dur . da>s. whils the President yet hov- 
♦reJ between life and death. At hist the 
Sight was stilled in the klndiy eyes and th*» 
«br«vith went from his Ups that even In 
mor al agony uttered no words save of 
forrclv^nees to hie murderer, of love for 
til* friends, and of unfaltering tru-t in th* 
will of the Mo>( High. Such a drat^ 
crowning the glory of such a lif#, leaves 
us wi:h inllnlte sorrow, but wiiii suen 
pride in what lie had aocomplished and 
in his own personal character, that wo 
'eel tha blow not as struck at him, but os 


struck at the Nation. We mourn a good 
and great President who is dead; but 
while w'e mourn w* are lifted up by the 
splendid achievements of hhi life and the 
grand heroism with Which he met his 
death. 

• • • 

The Blow To the Nation. 

When we turn from the man to the na¬ 
tion, the harm done is so great ns to 
excite our gravest apprehension and to 
demand our wisest find most resolute ac¬ 
tion. This criminal was a professed an¬ 
archist. inflamed by the teachings of pro¬ 
fessed anarchists, and probably also by 
the reckless utterances of those who, on 
the stump and In the public press, ap¬ 
peal to the dark and evil spirits of malice 
and greed, envy and sullen hatred. The 
wind is sowed by the men who preach 
such doctrines, and they cannot escapo 
their share of responsibility for the whirl¬ 
wind that is reaped. This applies alike 
to the deliberate demagogue, to the ex¬ 
ploiter of sensationalism, and to the crude 
and foolish visionary, who. for whatever 
reason, apologizes for crime or excites 
aimless discontent. 

The blow was aimed, not at this Presi¬ 
dent, but at all Presidents; at every sym¬ 
bol of government. President McKinley 
was os emphatically the embodiment of 
the popular will of the nation expressed 
through the forms of law as a New En¬ 
gland town meeting is in similar fashion 
the embodiment of the law-abiding pur¬ 
pose and practice of the people of the 
town. On no conceivable theory could 
the murder of the President be accepted 
as due to protest against “inequalities In 
the social order," save as the murder of 
all the freemen engaged in a town meet¬ 
ing could be accepted as a protest against 
that social inequality which put* a male¬ 
factor In jail. 

Anarchy Is no more on expression 
of “social discontent” than picking 
pockets or wife-beating. 

The anarchist, and especially the anarch. 
1st in the United States. Is merely one type 
of criminal, more dangerous than any 
other because he represents the some 
depravity in a greater degree. The man 
who advocates anarchy directly or in¬ 
directly. in any shape or fashion, or the 
man who apologizes for anarchlfts and 
their deeds, makes himself morally ac¬ 
cessory to murder before the fact The 
anarchist is a criminal whose perverted 
Instincts lead him to prefer confusion and 
chafes to the most benefleent form of so¬ 
cial order. His protest of concern for 
workingmen is outrageous In Its Impudent 
falsity; for if the political institutions of 
this country do not afford opportunity to 
every honest and Intelligent son of toll, 
then the door of hope is forever closed 
against him. The anarchist is everywhere 
not merely the enemy of system and of 
progress, but the deadly foe of liberty. 
If ever anarchy is triumphant. Its triumph 
will last for but one red moment, to bo 
succeeded for ages by the gloomy night 
of despotism. 

For the anarchist himself, whether he 
preaches or practices his doctrines, we 
need not have one particle more concern 
than for any ordinary murderer. He 
Is not the victim of social or political In¬ 
justice. There are no wrongs to remedy 
in his case. The cause of his criminality 
Is to be found in his own evil passions 
and In the evil conduct of those who urge 
him on, not In any failure by others or 
by the State to do justice to him or his. 
He Is a malefactor and nothing else. He 
Is in no sense. In no shape or w*ay, a 
“product of social conditions." rave as 
a highwayman is “produced*' by the fact 
that an unarmed man happens to have a 
purse. It is a travesty upon the great 
and holy names of liberty and freedom 
to permit them to be Invoked In such a 
cause. No man or body of men preaching 
anarchistic doctrines should be allowed 
at large any more than If preaching the 
murder of some specified private Individ¬ 
ual. Anarchistic speeches, writings and 
meetings are essentially seditious and 
treasonable. 

• • • 

Law To Exclude Anarchists. 


I earnestly recommend to the Congress 
that In the exercise of its wise discre¬ 
tion It should take into consideration the 
coming to this country of anarchists or 
persons professing principles hostile to 
all government and justifying the mur¬ 
der of those placed in authority. Such 
Individuals as those wrho not long ago 
gathered in open meeting to glorify the 
murder of King Humbert of Italy perpe¬ 
trate a crime, and the law should Insure 
rigorous punishment.. They and those 
like them should be kept out of Lh!s 
country, and if found here they should 
be promptly deported to the country 
whence they came; and far-reuching pro. 
vision should be made for the punish¬ 
ment of thowe who ?tay No matter colls 
more urgently for the wisest thought o* 
the Congress. 

The Federal courts should be riven 
Jurisdiction over any man who kills or 
attempts to kill the President or any 
man who by the Constitution or by law 
is in line of succession for the presi¬ 
dency. while the punishment for an un¬ 
successful attempt should be propor¬ 
tioned to the enormity of the offense 
against our institutions 

Anarchy la a crime against the wrhole 
human race; and all mankind should 
band against the anarchist. His crime 
should be mode an offense aguJns' th«* 
law of nations, like piracy and that *form 
of man-trteallng know-n as the slave trade- 
for is of far blacker infamy than 
either. It should be so declared i>v 
treaties among ail civilized Powers Such 
treaties would give to the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment the power of dealing with the 
crime. 

• • • 

A grim commentary upon the folly of 
the anarchist position w*a* afforded by 
the attitude of the law toward this very 
criminal who had Just taken the lUo 


of the President. The people would 
have torn him limb from limb If 
It had not been that the law he 
defied was at once Invoked in his be¬ 
half. So far from his deed being com¬ 
mitted on behalf of the people against the 
Government, the Government was obliged 
at once to exert its full poltco power to 
*uv© him frcrm Instant death at the hands 
of the people. Moreover, his deed worked 
not the slightest dislocation in our gov. 
emmental system, and the danger of a 
recurrence of such deeds, no mailer how 
great it might grow*. w*ould work only 
in the dlreollon of strengthening and giv¬ 
ing harshness to the rorces of order. No 
man will ever be restrained from becom¬ 
ing President by any fear as to his per¬ 
sonal safety. If the nsk to the Pre i- 
dent's life became groat, it would mean 
that the office would more and more oome 
to be filled by men of a spirit which would 
make them resolute and merciless in deal¬ 
ing with every friend of disorder. This 
great country will not fall into anarchy, 
and if anarchists should ever become a 
serious menace to its institutions, they 
would not merely be stamped out. but 
would involve in their own ruin every 
active or passive sympathizer with their 
doctrines. The American people are siaw 
to wrath, but when their wrath is onco 
kindled it burns like a consuming flame. 

• • • • 

GREAT DEVELOPMENT 

OF THE COUNTRY. 


During the last flve years business con¬ 
fidence has been restored, and the na¬ 
tion is to be congratulated because of 
Its present abounding prosperity. Such 
prosperity can never be created by law 
alone, although It Is easy enough to de¬ 
stroy It by mischievous lows. If the hand 
of the Lord Is heavy upon any country. 
If the flood or drought comes, human 
wisdom Is powerless to avert the calam¬ 
ity. Moreover, no law can guard us 
against the consequences of our own folly. 
The men who are Idle or credulous, the 
men who seek gains not by genuine work 
with head or hand but by gambling In 
any form, are always a source of men¬ 
ace not only to themselves but to others. 
If the business world loses*Its head. It 
loses what legislation cannot supply. 
Fundamentally the welfare of each citi¬ 
zen, and therefore the welfare of the 
aggregate of citizens which makes the 
nation, must rest upon Individual thrift 
and energy, resolution and Intelligence. 
Nothing can take the place of this Indi¬ 
vidual capacity; but wise legislation and 
honest and intelligent administration can 
givo It the fullest scope, the largest op¬ 
portunity. to work to good effect. 

The tremendous and highly complex In¬ 
dustrial development which went on with 
ever accelerated rapidity during the latter 
hall of the Nineteen-th cwtury brings us 
face to face, at the beginning oftheTwen- 
tleth. with very serious social problems. 
The old Ufws, and the old customs which 
had aimdst the brmlCng force of law, 
were once quite sufficient to regulate the 
accumulation and distribution of wealth. 
Since the industrial changes which have 
so enormously increased the productive 
power of mankind, they are no longer 
sufficient. 

• • • 

Not Due To the Tariff. 


those who have made It their vocation 
to denounce the groat Industrial combina¬ 
tions which are popularly, although with 
technical Inaccuracy, known as "trusts/' 
appeal especially to hatred and fear. 
These aro precisely the two emotions, 
particularly when combined with Ignor¬ 
ance, w’hlch unrit men for the exercise 
of cool and steady judgment- In facing 
new Industrial conditions, the whole his¬ 
tory of the world shows that legislation 
will generally be both unwise and in¬ 
effective unless undertaken after calra 
inquiry, and with sober self-restraint. 
Much of legislation directed at the trusts 
would have been exceedingly mischievous 
hud it not also been entirely Ineffective. 
In accordance with a \v«Tl-known so¬ 
ciological law, the Ignorant or reckless 
agitator has been the really effective 
friend of the evils which he has been nom¬ 
inally opposing, in dealing with business 
Interests, for the Government to under¬ 
take by crude arul ill-considered legis¬ 
lation to do what may turn out to bo 
bad, would bo to Incur the risk of such 
far-reaching national disaster that It 
would be preferable to undertake nothing 
1 at all. The men who demand the im¬ 
possible or the undesirable serve ns tho 
nlli**s of the forces with which they are 
nomlnuliy at war. for they hamper those 
who would endeavor to llnd out In ra¬ 
tional fashion what the wrongs really are 
and to what extent and In wlmt manner 
it is practicable to apply remedies. 

All this is true; and vet it is also true 
that there are real and grave evils, one 
of the chief being over-capitalization be¬ 
cause of its many baleful consequences; 
and a resolute and practical effort must 
be made to correct these evils. 

• • • 

Are Trusts Really HannfulP 


The grotvth of cities has gone on beyond 
comparison faster than the growth of tho 
country, and tho upbuilding of tho great 
Industrial centers has meant a start¬ 
ling Increase, not merely In the aggre¬ 
gate of wealth, but in tho number of 
very large Individual, and especially of 
•cry large corporate, fortunes. The cre¬ 
ation of these great corporate fortunes 
has not been due to tho tariff, nor to 
any other governmental action, but to 
natural causes In the business world, op¬ 
erating In other countries as they op¬ 
erate in our own. 

The process has aroused much antag¬ 
onism. & great part of which Is wholly 
without warrant. It Is not true that as 
the rich have grown richer the poor have 
grown poorer. On the contrary, never be¬ 
fore has the average man, the wage- 
worker. the farmer, the small trader, 
been so well off as In this country and 
at the present time. There have been 
abuses connected with the accumulation 
of wealth, yet it remains true that u 
fortune accumulated in legitimate busi¬ 
ness can bo accumulated by the person 
specially benefited ouly on condition of 
conferring immense incidental benefits 
upon others. Successful enterprise, of the 
type which benefits nil mankind, can only 
exist If the conditions are such ns to 
offtr great prizes ns the rewards of suc¬ 
cess. 

The captains of Industry who havo 
driven the railway systems across this 
continent, who have built up our com¬ 
merce, who have developed our manufac¬ 
tures, have, on the whole, done great 
good to our people. Without them, the 
material development of which w«* are so 
Justly proud could never have taken place. 
Moreover, we should recognize tha im¬ 
mense importance to this material devel¬ 
opment of leaving us as unhampered as 
is compatible with the public good the 
strong and forceful men upon whom the 
success of business operations inevitably 
rests. The slightest study of business con¬ 
ditions will satisfy any one capable of 
forming a Judgment that the personal 
equation is the most Important factor In 
a business operation; that the business 
ability of the man at the head of any 
bustness concern, big or little. Is usually 
the factor which fixes the gulf between 
striking success and hopeless failure. 

• • • 

Other Reasons For Caution. 


An additional reason for caution In deal¬ 
ing with corporations Is to be found in 
the International commercial conditions 
of to-day. The same business conditions 
which have produced the great aggrega¬ 
tions of corporate and individual wealth 
havo made them very potent factors in 
International commercial competition. 
Business concerns which have the largest 
means at their disposal and are man¬ 
aged by the ablest men are naturally 
those which take the lead in the strife 
for commercial supremacy among the na¬ 
tions of tho world. America has only 
just begun to assume that commanding 
position in the International business 
world which we believe will more and 
more be hers. It Is of the utmost Im¬ 
portance that this , position be not 
jeopardized, especially at a time when 
the overflowing abundance of our own 
natural resources and the skill, business 
energy and mechan'cal aptitude of our 

e eopTe moke foreign markets essential, 
nder such conditions It would be most 
unwise to cramp or to fetter the youth¬ 
ful strength of our nation. 

Moreover. It cannot too often be point¬ 
ed out that to strike with ignorant vio¬ 
lence at the Intercats of one act of 
men almost inevitably endangers the In¬ 
terests of all. The fundamental rule In 
our national life—the rule which under¬ 
lies all others—Is that, on the whole, and 
in the long run. we shall go up or down 
together. There are exceptions; and in 
times of prosperity some will prosper 
far more, and In time* of adversity some 
will suffer far more, than others; but 
speaking generally, a period of good 
times means that all share more or less 
In them, and In a period of hard times 
nil feel the stress to a greater or leas 
degree. It surely ought not to be neces¬ 
sary to enter upon any proof of tilts 
statement; the memory of the lean years 
which began In 1893 is still vivid, and we 
can contrast them with the conditions 
In this very year which is now closing. 
Disaster to great business enterprises can 
never have Us effects limited to the men 
at the top. it spreads throughout, and 
while It is bod for everybody, it is worse 
for those farthest down. The capitalist 
may be shorn of his luxuries; but the 
wage-worker may bo deprived of even 
bare necessities. 

Legislation Must Be Rational. 

Tho mechanism of modem business is 
so delicate that extreme care must be 
taken not to Interfere with it in a 
spirit of rashness or ignorance. Many of 


wage-workers. If the farmer and the 
wage-worker are well off. it Is absolutely . 
certain that all others will be well off too. 

It Is, therefore, a matter for hearty con¬ 
gratulation that on the whole wages are : 
higher to-day In the United States than I 
ever before in our history, and far higher j 
than in any other country. The standard 
of living is also higher than ever before. 
Every effort of legislator and adminis¬ 
trator should be bent to secure the per¬ 
manency of this condition of things and 
j Its improvement wherever possible. 

Not only must our labor be protected by 
the tariff, but It should also to protected 
so far as It Is possible from the presence 
in this country of any laborers 
brought over by contract, or of 
those who. coming freely, yet represent | 
a standard of living so depressed that 
they can undersell our men In the labor 
market and drag them to a lower level. 

I regard It as necessary, with this end in 
view to re-enact immediately the law 
excluding Chinese laborers and to 
strengthen It wherever nocessary in order 
to make its enforcement entirely efflc- 
Live. 

• • • 

Plea For “Fair” Labor. 


There la a widespread conviction In the 
minds of the American people that the 
great corporations known as trusts are in 
certain of their features and tendenebs 
hurtful to the general welfare. This 
springs from no spirit of envy or unchar- 
ltableness, nor lack of pride In the great 
Industrial achievements that have placed 
this country at the head of the nations 
struggling for commercial supremacy. It 
does not rest upon n lack of intelligent 
appreciation of the necessity of meeting 
changing and changed conditions of trade 
with new methods, nor upon Ignorance of 
the fact that combination of capital in the 
effort to accomplish great things is neces¬ 
sary when the world's progress demands 
that great things be done. It Is based 
upon sincere conviction that combination 
and concentration should be, not prohib¬ 
ited. but supervised and within reasonable 
limits controlled; and In my judgment this 
conviction is right. 

It is no limitation upon property rights 
or freedom of contract to require that 
when men receive from Government the 
privilege of doing business und«:r corporate 
form, which frees them from Individual 
responsibility, and enables them to call 
into their enterprises the capital of tho 
public, they shall do so upon absolutely 
truthful representations as to the value of 
the property in w’hich the capital is to be 
Invested. Corporations engaged in inter¬ 
state commerce should be regulated If they 
are found to exercise « l.cense working 
to the public injury. It should be as much 
the aim of those who seek for social bet¬ 
terment to rid the business world of 
crimes of cunning as to rid the entire 
body politic of crimes of violence. Great 
corporations exist only because they are 
created and safeguarded by our Institu¬ 
tions; and it is. therefore, our right and 
our duty to see that they work in har¬ 
mony with these Institutions. 

• • • 

Publicity a Sure Remedy. 


The national Government should de¬ 
mand the highest quality of service from 
its employes; and fn return it should be 
a good employer. Jf possible legislation 
should be passed. In connection with the 
irflerstate commerce law. which will ren- 
| der effective the efforts of different States 
to do away with the compf.titlon,of con¬ 
vict contract labor In the open labor mar¬ 
ket. So far a» practicable under the 
conditions of Government work, provis¬ 
ion should be made to render the enforce¬ 
ment of the eight-hour law easy and cer¬ 
tain. in all industries carried on directly 
or Indirectly for the United States Gov¬ 
ernment women and children should be 
protected from excessive hours of labor, 
from night work, and from work under 
unsanitary conditions. The Government 
should provide In its contracts that all 
work should be done under “fair" condi¬ 
tions. and in addition to setting a high 
standard should uphold it by proper In¬ 
spection. extending, if necessary, to the 
subi-ontrai'tors. The Government should 
forbid all night work for women and 
children, as well as excessive overtime. 
For the District of Columbia a good fac¬ 
tory law should be passed; and, us a pow¬ 
erful indirect aid to such laws, provision 
should be made to turn the inhabited 
alleys the existence of which is a re¬ 
proach to our Cupltal City, into minor 
streets, where the inhabitants can live un¬ 
der conditions favorable to health and 
morals. 

American wage-workero work with 
their heads as well as # their hands. 
Moreover, they take & keen pride in 
what they are doing; so that, inde¬ 
pendent of the reward, they wish to 
turn out a perfect Job. This is the 
great secret of our §uccess in com¬ 
petition with the labor of foreign 
countries. 

• • • 

The Great Social Problem. 


The first essential In determining how 
to deal with tho great industrial com¬ 
binations Is knowledge of the facts— 
publicity. In the Interest of the public, the 
Government should have the right to In¬ 
spect and examine the workings of the 
great corporations engaged in interstate 
business. Publicity Is the only sure rem¬ 
edy which we can now Invoke. What 
further remedies are needed In the way 
of Government regulation or taxation can 
only be determined after publicity has 
been obtained by process of law and in 
the course of administration. The first 
requisite is knowledge, full and complete— 
knowledge which may bo made public to 
the world. 

Artificial bodies, such as corporations 
and Joint stock or other associations, de¬ 
pending upon any statutory law for their 
existence or privileges, should be subject 
to proper governmental supervision, and* 
full and accurate information as to their 
operations should be made public rogulony 
at reasonable Intervals. 

The largo corporations, commonly called 
trusts, though organized In one State, al¬ 
ways do business In many States often 
doing very little business In the State 
where they aro incorporated. There la 
uttec k*ck of uniformity in the State 
laws about them. and. as no State has 
any exclusive interest :n or power over 
their acts, it has in practice proved Im¬ 
possible to get adequate regulation 
through State action. Therefore in the 
Interest of the, whole people, the nation 
should, without.Interfering with the power 
of the States |n the matter Itself also 
assume power of supervision and regula¬ 
tion over all corporations doing an inter¬ 
state business. This is especially true 
where the corporation derives a portion 
of its wealth from the existence Q f some 
monopolistic element or tendency In its 
business. There would be no hardship in 
such supervision; banks are subject to It 
and In their case it is now accepted as a 
simple matter of court**. Indeed It is 
probable that supervision of corporations 
by the national Government need not go 
so far as is now the case with the super¬ 
vision exercised over th^m by so ronserva- 
tive a State as Massachusetts in order to 
produce excellent results. 

• • • 

Framers of Constitution Could Not 
Foresee. 


The most vital problem with which this 
country, and for that matter the whole 
civilized world has to deal. Is the problem 
which has for one side the betterment 
of social conditions, moral and physical. 
In large cities, and for another side the 
effort to deal with that tangle of far- 
reaching questions which we Jtroup to¬ 
gether when we speak of “labor." The 
chief factor In the success of each man- 
wage- worker, farmer and capitalist alike— 
must ever be the sum total of his own 
Individual qualities and abilities. 8econd 
only to this comes the power of acting In 
combination or association with others. 
Very great good has been and will be ac¬ 
complished by associations or unions of 
wage-workers, when managed with fore¬ 
thought, and when they combine Insist¬ 
ence upon their own rights with law-abid¬ 
ing respect for the rights of others. The 
display of these qualities in such bodies 
is a duty to the nation no less than to the 
associations themselves. Finally, there 
must also In many cases be action by 
the Government in order to safeguard the 
rights and Interests of all. Under our 
Constitution there is much more scope for 
such action by the State and the munici¬ 
pality than by the nation. But on point# 
such as those touched on above the Na¬ 
tional Government can act. 

When all Is said and done, the rule of 
brotherhood remains as the indispensable 
prerequisite to success In the kind of 
national lifo for w'hlch we strive. 
Each man must work for himself, 
and unless he so works no outside 
help can avail him; but each man must 
remember also that he Is Indeed his 
brother's keeper, and that while no man 
who refuses to walk can be carried with 
advantage to himself or anyone else, yet 
that each at times stumbles or halts, that 
each at times needs to have the helping 
hand outstretched to him. To be per¬ 
manently effective, aid must always take 
the form of helping a man to help him¬ 
self; and we cm all best help ourselves by 
joining together in the work that is of 
common Interest to all. 

• • • 

Immigration Laws Unsatisfactory. 


WVn the Constitution wag adopted, at 
the end of the Eighteenth century, no 
human wisdom could foretell the sweep¬ 
ing changes, alike in Industrial and po¬ 
litical conditions, which were to take 
place by the beginning of the Twenti¬ 
es century. A* that time ft was accepted 
as a matter of course that the several 
States were the proper authorities to n gu- 
late, so far as was then necessary, the 
comparatively insignificant and strictly 
localized corporate bodies of the day. The 
conditions are now wholly different and 
wholly different action Is called for. I be¬ 
lieve that a law can lx* framed which will 
enaihlc the National Government to exer¬ 
cise control along the lines above indi¬ 
cated; profiting by the experience gained 
| through the and administration of 

the interstate Conwix-roc act. If how¬ 
ever. the judgment of the Congress*!* that 
it lacks the constitutional power to pass 
such an act, then a constitutional amend, 
ment should be submitted to confer the 
power. 

• • • 

New Cabinet Officer. 

There should be created a Cabinet offi¬ 
cer. to be known os Secretary of Com¬ 
merce and Industries, os provided In th* 
bill Introduced at tho last session of the 
Congress. It should be his province to deal 
with commerce In Its broadest sense; In¬ 
cluding among many other things what¬ 
ever concerns labor and all matters af¬ 
fecting the great business corporations 
and our merchant marine. 

The course proposal is one pha*e of 
what should bo a comprehensive and far- 
reaching scheme of coustruoave sulh»- 
manship for tho purpose of broadening 
our markets, securing our business Inter¬ 
ests on a safe basis, and making firm our 
new position in the International indus¬ 
trial wsit Id; while scrupuLua.y tat r l- 
Ing the nghts of wag..-worker.- and capi¬ 
talist. of investor ana private citizen, so 
as to secure equity os between m.«n and 
man In this republic. 

Exclude the Chinese. 

With the sole exception of tho farming 
interest, no matter is of such vital moment 

to our whole people as the welfare of the 


Our present Immigration laws are unsat¬ 
isfactory. We need every honest and effi¬ 
cient immigrant fitted to become an 
| American citizen, every immigrant who 
comes here to stay, who brings here a 
strong body, a stout heart, a good head, 
and a resolute purpose to do his duty 
well in every way and to bring up hit 
children as law-abiding and God-fearing 
members of the community. But there 
should be a comprehensive law enacted 
with the object of working a threefold 
Improvement over our present system. 
First, we should aim to exclude absolutely 
not only all persons who are known to be 
believers In anarchistic principles or mem- 
her* of anarchistic societies, but also all 
persons who are of a low moral tendency 
or of unsavory reputation. This means 
that we should require a more thorough 
system of Inspection abroad and a more 
rigid system of examination at our Immi¬ 
gration ports, the former being especially 
necessary. 

The second object of a proper Immigra¬ 
tion law ought to be to secure by a care¬ 
ful and not merely perfunctory education¬ 
al teat some Intelligent capacity to ap¬ 
preciate American Institutions and act 
sanely as American citizens. This would 
not keep out all anarchists, for many of 
them lielong to the Intelligent criminal 
class. But it would do what is also In 
point, that Is, tend to decrease the sum 
of ignorance, so potent in producing the 
envy, suspicion, malignant passion, and 
hatred of order, out of which anarchistic 
sentiment Inevitably springs. Finally, all 
persons should be excluded who are be¬ 
low a certain standard of economic fit¬ 
ness to enter our industrial field as com¬ 
petitors with American labor. Thero 
should bo proper proof of personal ca¬ 
pacity to earn an American living and 
enough money to insure a decent start 
under American conditions. This would 
stop the influx of cheap labor, and the 
resulting competition which gives rise to 
so much of bitterness in American indus¬ 
trial life; and It would dry up the springs 
of tho pestilential social conditions In our 
great cities, where anarchistic organiza¬ 
tions have their greatest possibility of 
growth. 

But the educational and economic tests 
in a wise immigration law should be de¬ 
signed to protect and elevate the general 
body politic and social. A very close su¬ 
pervision should be »*xerc!sed over the 
steamship companies which mainly bring 
over tho Immigrants, and they should be 
held to a strict accountability for any in¬ 
fraction of the law.

ABOUT THE TARIFF 

AND RECIPROCITY. 


continuity and stability of this eoonomlo 
policy. 

Nothing could be more unwise than 
to disturb the business interests of 
the country by any general tariff 
changes at this time. 

Doubt, apprehension, uncertainty are ex¬ 
actly what we moat wish to avoid In the 
interest of our commercial and material 
well-being. Our experience in the past 
has shown that sweeping revisions of 
the tariff are apt to produce conditions 
closely approaching panic in the busi¬ 
ness world. Yet It Is not only possible, 
but eminently desirable, to combine with 
the stability of our economic system a 
supplementary system of reciprocal bene¬ 
fit and obligation with other nations. 
Such reciprocity is an Incident and result 
of the firm establishment and preservation 
of our present economic policy. It was 
specially provided for In the present tariff 
law-. 

• • • 

Hand Maiden of Protection. 


Reciprocity must be treated as the 
handmaiden of protection. Our first duty 
Is to see that the protection granted by 
the tariff In every case where It is 
needed Is maintained, and that rec¬ 
iprocity be sought for so far as It can 
tafely be done without Injury to our 
borne Industries. Just how far this is 
must be determined according to the In¬ 
dividual case, remembering always that 
every application of our tar.ff policy to 
meet our shifting national needs must 
be conditioned upon tive cardinal fact 
that the duties must never be reduced 
below the point that will cover the dif¬ 
ference between the labor cost here and 
abroad. The well-being of the wage- 
work or is a pnmc consideration of otir 
emtre pcdlcy of economic leg'.».ation. 

Subject to this proviso of ihe proper 
protection necessary to our industrial 
well-being at home, the principle of reel, 
procity must command our hearty sup¬ 
port 

Th© phenomenal growth of our ex¬ 
port trade emphasizes the urgency of 
the need for wider markets and for 
a liberal policy in dealing with for¬ 
eign nations. Whatever Is merely 
petty and vexatious in the way of 
trade restrictions should be avoided. 

The customers to whom we dispose of 
our surplus products in the long run, di¬ 
rectly or Indirectly, purchase those sur¬ 
plus products by giving us something In 
return. Their ability to purchase our 
products should as far as possible be 
secured by so arranging our tariff os to 
enable us to take from them those prod¬ 
uct® which we can use without harm 4o 
our own Industries and laJ*or, or the use 
of which will be of marked benefit to u«. 
• • • 

Prosperity Must Continue. 


proper exercise of the banking function; 
but there seems to te need of better safe¬ 
guards against the deranging Influence of 
commercial crises and financial panics. 
Moreover, the currency of the country 
should be made responsive to the demands 
of our domestic trade and commerce. 

The collections from duties on Imports 
and Internal taxes continue to exceed the 
ordinary t£i>endUures of the Government, 
thanks mainly to the reduced army ex¬ 
penditures. The utmost care should be 
taken not to reduce the revenues so that 
there will be any possibility of a deficit; 
but, after providing against any such con¬ 
tingency, means should be adopted which 
will bring the revenues more nearly with¬ 
in the limit of our actual needs. In his 
report to the Congress the Secretary of the 
Treasury considers all these questions at 
length, and I ask your attention to the 
report and recommendations. 

1 call special attention to the need of 
strict economy In expenditures. The fact 
that our national needs forbid us to be 
niggardly In providing whatever la actu¬ 
ally necessary to our well-being, should 
make us doubly careful to husband our 
national resources, as each of u* hus¬ 
bands his private resources, by scrupulous 
avoidance of anything like wasteful or 
reckless expenditure. Only by avoidance 
of spending money on what Is needless or 
unjustifiable can we legitimately keep our 
Income to the point required to meet our 
needs that are genuine. 

• • • • 

REGULATION OF RAILWAYS 

OF GREAT IMPORTANCE. 


It Is most important that wo should 
maintain the high level of our preset* 
prosperity We have now reached the 
point In the development of our Inter¬ 
ests where we are not only ahl© to sup¬ 
ply our own markets, but to produce 
a constantly growing surplus, for which 
we must find markets abroad. To secure 
these markets we con utilize existing du¬ 
ties in any case where they are no longer 
needed for the purpose of protection, or 
in OJiy case where the article is not pro¬ 
duced here and the duty Is no longer 
necessary for revenue, as giving us some¬ 
thing to offer in exchange for what we 
ask. The cordloJ relations with other 
nations which are so d*esirable will nat¬ 
urally be promoted by the course thus 
required by our own Interests. 

The natural line of development 
for a policy of reciprocity will be in 
connection with those of our produc¬ 
tions which no longer require all the 
support once needed to establish them 
upon a sound basis, and with those 
others where either because of nat¬ 
ural or of economic causes we are be¬ 
yond the reach of successful compe¬ 
tition. 

I ask the attention of the Senate to 
the reciprocity treaties laid before It 
by my predecessor. 


THE MERCHANT MARINE 

AND SHIP SUBSIDY. 


There is general acquiescence In our 
present tariff system as a national policy. 
The first requisite to our prosperity la the 


The condition of the American mer¬ 
chant marine Is such as to call for im¬ 
mediate remed'al action by the CongTess. 
It to discreditable to us ae a nation that 
our merchant marine should be utterly 
insignificant In comparison to that of 
other nations which we overtop In other 
forms of burine**. We should not longer 
submit to conditions under whfch only a 
trifling portion of our great commerce la 
carried In our own ships. To remedy 
this state of things would not merely 
serve to build up our shipping interests, 
but It would also reeult in benefit to ail 
who ore Interested in the permanent es¬ 
tablishment of & wider market for Amer¬ 
ican products, and would provide an 
auxiliary force for the navy. Ships work 
for their own countries Just as railroads 
work for their terminal points. 

Shipping lines. If established to the 
principal countriea with w'hlch we have 
dealings, would be of poHtlc&l as well us 
commercial benefit. From every stand¬ 
point It Is unwise for the United 
States to continue to rely upon the ships 
of competing nations for the d stributlon 
of our goods. It should be mode ad. 
vantag»x>us to carry American goods In 
American-built ships. 

At present American shipping Is un¬ 
der certain great disadvantage* when put 
Ln competition with the shipping of for¬ 
eign countries. Many of the fast foreign 
steamships, at a speed of fourteen knots 
or above, are subsidized; and all our 
ships, sailing vessels and steamers alike, 
cargo curriers of slow speed and mall 
carriers of high vpeed. have to meet the 
fact that the original cost of building 
American ships !» greater than Is the 
case abroad; that the wages paid Amer¬ 
ican officers and seamen are very much 
higher than those paid the officers and 
seamen of foreign competing countries; 
and that the standard of living on our 
ships Is far superior to the standard of 
living on the ships of our commercial 

rl Qa? Government should take such ac¬ 
tion as will remedy these Inequalities. 
The American merchant marine should 
be restored to the ocean.

ADDITIONAL SAFEGUARDS 

IN MATTERS FINANCIAL 


The act of March 14. 1W0. Intended un¬ 
equivocally to establish gold as the stand¬ 
ard money and to maintain at a parity 
therewith all forms of money medium in 
use with us. has been shotvn to be timely 
and Judlclou*. The prico of our Gover n¬ 
ment bonds in the world's market, when 
compared with the price of similar obliga¬ 
tions issued by ojhcr nations. Is a flatter¬ 
ing tribute to our public credit. This 
condition U Is evidently desirable to main¬ 
tain. 

In many respects the national banking 
law furnlsbes sufficient liberty for the 


In 1SS7 a measure was enacted for the 
regulation of Interstate railways, com¬ 
monly known ae th© Interstate Commerce 
Act. The cardinal provisions of this act 
were that railway rates should be Just 
and reasonable and that all shippers, 

N localities and commodities should be ac¬ 
corded equal treatment. A commission 
was created and endowed with what were 
supposed to be the necessary powers to 
execute the provls'ons of this act. 

That law wus largely an experiment. 
Experience has shown the wisdom of its 
purposes, but has also shown, possibly, 
that some of Its requirements are wrong; 
certainly the means devised for the en¬ 
forcement of Its provisions are 
defective. Those who complain of 
the management of the railways 
allege that established rates are not main¬ 
tained ; that rebates and similar device* 
are habitually resorted to; that these pref¬ 
erences are usually in favor of the large 
shipper; that they drive out of business 
the ©mailer competitor; that, while many 
rates aro too low, many others are ex¬ 
cessive. and that gross preferences are 
made, affecting both localities and com¬ 
modities. Upon the other hand, the rail¬ 
ways assert that the law, by Its very 
terms, tends to produce many of these 
Illegal practices bj depriving carriers of 
that right of concerted action which they 
claim is necessary to establish and main¬ 
tain nondiscriminating rate*. 

The act should be amended. The rail¬ 
way Is u public servant. Its rate* should 
be Just to and open to all shippers alike. 
The Government should see to It ths/t 
within Its jurisdiction this is so, and 
should provide a speedy, inexpensive and 
effective remedy to that end. At the same 
time it must not be forgotten that our 
railways are the arteries through which 
the commercial life blood of this nation 
flows. Nothing could be more foolish than 
the enactment of legislation which would 
unnecessarily Interfere wdth the develop¬ 
ment and operation these commercial 
agencies. The subject Is one of great im¬ 
portance and rails for the earnest atten¬ 
tion of Congress.

DEPARTMENT OFAGRICULTURE 
STEADILY BROADENS WORK. 


The Department of Agriculture during 
the past fifteen years has steadily broad¬ 
ened Us work on economic lines, and has 
accomplished results of real value In up¬ 
building domestic and foreign trade. It 
has gone into new fields until It is now 
ln touch with all sections of our country 
and with two of Ihe Island groups that 
have lately come under our jurisdiction, 
whose people must look to agriculture as 
a livelihood. It Is searching the world 
for grains, grasses, fruits and vegetables 
specially iftted for Introduction Into local¬ 
ities in the several States and Territories 
where they may add materially to our re¬ 
sources. py scientific attention to soli 
survey and possible new crops, to breed¬ 
ing of new varieties of plants, to experi¬ 
mental shipments, to animal Industry nnd 
applied chemistry, very practical aid haa 
been given our farm'ng and stock-growing 
Interests. The products of the farm have 
taken an unprecedented place In our ex¬ 
port trade during the year that has Just 
closed. 

• • • 

Preservation of Forests. 


Public opinion throughout the United 
State* has moved steadily toward a Just 
appreciation of the value of forests, 
whether planted or of natural growth. 
The great part played by them In the 
creation and maintenance of the national 
w'ealth is now more fully realized than 
ever before. 

Wise forest protection doe* not mean 
the withdrawal of forest resources, 
whether of wood, water or grass, from 
contributing their full share to the 
welfare of the people, but, on th© 
contrary, gives the assurance of 
larger and more certain supplies. 
The fundamental idea of forestry 
Is the perpetuation of forests by use. For¬ 
est protection Is not an end of Itself; It 
Is a means to Increase and sustain the re¬ 
sources of our country and the Industries 
which depend upon them. The preserva¬ 
tion of our forests Is an Imperative busi¬ 
ness necessity We have come to see 
clearly that whatever destroys the forest, 
except to make way for agriculture, 
threatens our well-being. 

The practical usefulness of the national 
forest reserves to the mining, grazing. Ir¬ 
rigation and other Interests of the regions 
In which the reserves lie has led to a 
widespread demand by the people of the 
West for their protection and extension. 
The forest reserves will Inevitably be of 
still greater use in the future than In tho 
past. Additions should bo made to them 
whenever practicable, and their uscful- 
neps should be increased by a thoroughly 
business-like management. 

At present the protection of the forest 
reserves rests with the General Land 
Office, the mapping and description of 
their timber with the United Stales Geo¬ 
logical Survey, and the preparation of 
plans for their conservative use with the 
Bureau of Forestry, w-hlch is also charged 
with tho general advancement of Prac¬ 
tical forestry In the United States. These 
various functions should be united In the 
Bureau of Forestry*, to which they proper¬ 
ly belong. The present diffusion of re¬ 
sponsibility Is bad from every standpoint. 
It prevents that effective co-operation be- 
tu-een the Government and the mrn who 
utilize the resources of the reserves, with¬ 
out which the Interests of both must suf- 
f' r. The scientific bureaus generally 
should be put und«*r the Department of 
Agriculture. The President should have 
by law the i*>w*r of transferring lands for 
use as forest reserves to lh * Department 
of Agriculture. He already has such 
power in the cose of lands needed by the 
Deportments of War and the Navy 

The wise administration of the forest 

reserves will b*.* not le*» helpful to the In¬ 
terest? which depend on water than to 
those which depend on wood and grass. 
The water supplv Itself depends upon the 
forest. In the arid region it Is water, not 
land, which measure* production. The 
Western half of the United StaUs would 
sustain a population greater than that or 
our whole country to-day If the waters 


that nov run to waste were saved and 
used for irrigation. The forest and water 
problemN are perhaps the most vital in¬ 
ternal questions of the United States. 

• • • 

Protecting the Game. 

Certain of the forest reserves should 
also be made preserves for the wild forest 
creatures. Air of the reserves should be 
better protected from fires. Many of them 
need special protection, because of tho 
great Injury done by live stock, above all. 
by sheep. The increase in deer, elk. and 
other animals In tho Yellowstone Park 
shows what may be expected when our 
mountain forests are properly protected 
by law and properly guarded. Some of 
these ar*as have been so denuded of sur¬ 
face vegetation by overgrazing that th© 
ground-heeding birds, including grouse

away. At the same time, the water-stor-

* *U, c**® 9 wnere natural conditions have 
oeen remtored for a few years, vegetation 
the ground, birds and 
S- ar * c °mlng back, and hundred* 
*T p * claJly fror n the Immediate 
neighborhood, como each summer to en- 
brtvil^ge of camping. Some at 
least of the forest reserve* should af¬ 
ford perpetual protection to the native 
fauna and flora, safe havens of refuge 
to our rapidly diminishing wild animal* 
of the larger kinds*, and free camp.ng 
grounds for the ever-increasing numbers 
of men and women who have learned 
to find rest, health, and recreation ln tho 
splendid forests and flower-clad meadow* 
mountains The fores* reserve* 
should be set apart forever for tho u*>© 
and benefit of our people at* a whole, and 
not sacrificed to tho shortsighted greed 
of a few. 

The forests are natural reservoirs. By 
restraining the streams in flood and re- 
pleniKjihig 'hem In drouth th. y n ; 4 ~~ 

slide the use of waters otherwise wasted. 
They prevent the soli from washing, arvd 
so protect the storage reservoir* from 
filling up with silt. Forest conservation 
Is. therefore, an essential condition of 
w'ater conservation. 

• • • 

Problem of Irrigation. 


The forest* alone cannot, however, fully 
regulate and conserve the waters of th© 
arid region. Great storage works are 
necessary to equalise the flow of streams 
and to save the flood w'aters. Their con¬ 
struction has been conclusively shown to 
be an undertaking too vast for 
private effort. Nor can It be best 
accomplished by the* Individual State* act¬ 
ing alone. Far-reaching Interstate prob¬ 
lems are Involved: and the resource* of 
single States would often be inadequate. 
It IS properly a national function, at 
least in some of its feature*. It Is a© 
right for the National Government to 
make the stream* and rivers of the arid 
region useful by engineering works for 
water storage os to make useful the riv¬ 
ers and harbors of the humid region by 
engineering works of another kind. Th© 
storing of the floods In rt'Srrvolrz at the 
headwaters of our rivers is but an en¬ 
largement of our present policy of river 
control, under which levees ar«r built on 
the lower reaches of the same stream*. 

The Government should construct and 
maintain these reservoirs as it does otner 
public works. Where their purpose is to 
regulate the flow of streams, the water 
should be turned freely into the channels 
ln the dry season to lake the same course 
under the same laws as the natural flow. 

The reclamation of the unsettled and 
public lands presents a different problem. 
Here It is not enough to regulate the flow 
of streams. The object of the Govern¬ 
ment is to dispose of the land to settlers 
who will build hom» * upon it. To accoro-^ 
pllsh this object water must be brougl* 
within their reach. 

• • • 

Government Must Do It 


The pioneer settlers on the arid publlo 
domain chose their homes along streams 
from which they could themselves divert 
the water to reclaim their holdings. 
Such opportunities are practically gone. 
There remain, however, vast areas of 
public land which can be made available 
for homestead settlement, but only by 
reservoirs and main-line canals imprac¬ 
ticable for prlvato enterprise. These Irri¬ 
gation works should be built by the Na¬ 
tional Government. The lands reclaimed 
by them should be reserved by the Gov¬ 
ernment for actual settlers, and the cost 
of construction should so far as poesibl© 
be repaid by the land reclaimed. The dis¬ 
tribution of the Water, the division of th© 
streams among irrigators, should be left 
to the settlers themselves ln conformity 
with State laws and without interference 
with those laws ©r with vested rights. 
The policy of the National Government 
should be to aid irrigation in the several 
States and Territories ln such manner as 
will enable the people In the local com¬ 
munities to help themselves, and as will 
stimulate needed reforms In the State 
laws and regulations governing Irriga¬ 
tion. 

The reclamation and settlement of th© 
arid lands will enrich every portion of our 
country. Just as the settlement of 
the Ohio and Mississippi valleys 
brought prosperity to the Atlantia 
States. The Increased demand for manu¬ 
factured articles will stimulate Industrial 
production, while wider luwne markets 
and the trade of Asia will consume th© 
larger food supplies and effectually pre¬ 
vent Western competition with East era 
agriculture. Indeed, the products of Irri¬ 
gation will be consumed chiefly In up¬ 
building local centers of mining and other 
Industries, which would otherwise not 
come into existence at all. Our people a# 
a whole will profit, f »r succe.^f u. 
mskine Is but another name for the up. 
building of tho Nation. 

Foundation Already Laid. 


Th© necessary' foundation has already 
been JakI for the inauguration of the pol¬ 
icy just described. It would be unwise to 
lx»gin by doing too much, for a great deal 
will doubtless be learned, both as to what 
can and what cannot be safely attempted, 
tov the early efforts, which must of n. <*a- 
slty be partly experimental ln character. 

At the very beginning th© Government 
should make clear, beyond shadow of 
doubt. Its Intention to pursue this policy 
on lines of the broadest public Interest. 

No reservoir or rajial should ever be built 
to satisfy selfish personal or local Inter, 
ests; but only In accordance with the ad¬ 
vice* of trained expert-?, after long Inves¬ 
tigation he* s*iown the locatlty where all 
the conditions combine to make the work 
most needed and fraught with the great¬ 
est usefulness to the community as a 
whole. There should be no extravagance, 
and the believer* in the need of Irriga¬ 
tion will most benefit their cause by see¬ 
ing to it that it Is free from the least tatnt 
of excessive or reckless expenditure of th* 
public moneys. 

W'hatever the Nation does for the ex¬ 
tension of Irrigation should harmon's© 
with, and tend to Improve, the condition 
of those now living on Irrigated land. 

We are not at the starting point of this 
development. Over tw'o hundred mil¬ 
lions of private capital has already been 
expended in the construction of Irrigation 
works, and many million acre* of arid 
land reclaimed. A high degree of enter¬ 
prise and ability ha* been shown in ih'i 
work Itself; but ns muclj cajmot l*e fa d 
in reference to the law* relating thereto, -j 
The security and value of Lhe heme- tre¬ 
at rd depend largely on the stability 
titles to water; but the majoriiy of th B 3 . , 
rest on the uncertain foundation of court 
decisions rendered in ordinary suits at 
law*. With a few creditable exceptions, 
the arid States have failed to provide lor 
tho certain and jusi division of streams In 

* 

lew> have made It possible to establish 
rights to water in excess of actual u.es 
or necessities, and many streams have al¬ 
ready passed Into private ownership, or a 
control equivalent to ow&erzhlp. 

• • • 

Private Owuerahip of Water. 


Whoever controls a stream practically 
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Controls the lnnd it renders productive. 
Ert l the doctrine of private ownership of 
^ water apart from land cannot prevail 
without causing enduring wrong. The 
recognition of such ownership, which ha'* 
been permitted to grow up In the arid 
regions, should give way to a more en¬ 
lightened and larger recognition of the 
rights of the public in tho control und 
disposal of tho public water supplies. 
Lav. s founded upon conditions obtaining 
In humitl regions, where water is too 
abundant to Justify hoarding It, have no 
proper application in a dry country. 

In the urtd State* the only right to 
Urn ter which should be recognized is that 
of unt*. In Irrigation thto right should at- 
Uuh to the* land reclaimed and be in¬ 
separable therefrom. Granting perpetual 
water rights to others than users, with¬ 
out compensation to the public. Is open 
to all the objections which apply to giv¬ 
ing away perpetual franchises to the pub¬ 
lic utilities of cities. A few of the West¬ 
ern Stales have already recognized this, 
and have incorporated in their Constitu¬ 
tions the doctrine of perpetual State own¬ 
ership of water. 

The benefits which have followed the 
Unaided development of the past Justify 
the nation’s aid and co-oporatlon in the 
more difficult and Important work yet to 
t>© accomplished. Laws so vitally affect¬ 
ing homes as those which control the 
water supply will only be effective when 
they have the sanction of the irrigators; 
reforms can only be final and satisfac¬ 
tory when they come through the enlight¬ 
enment of the people most concerned. The 
larger development which national aid in¬ 
sures should, however, awaken In every 
arid State the determination to make Its 
Irrigation system equal In justice and ef¬ 
fectiveness that of any country In the 
civilized world. 

Nothing could be more unwise than 
for Isolated communities to continue 
t . learn everything experimentally in¬ 
stead of profiting by what Is already 
known elsewhere. We are dealing with 
a new and momentous question in tho 
pregnant years while Institutions are 
forming, and what we do will affect not 
only the present but future generations. 

Our aim should be not simply to reclaim 
the largest area of land and provide 
homes for the largest number of people, 
but to create for this new industry tho 
pest possible social and Industrial con- 
flit ions; and this requires that we not only 
understand the existing situation, but 
avail ourselves of the best experience of 
tl»e time in the solution of Its problems. 
A careful study should bo made, both 
by the nation and the States, of the irri¬ 
gation laws and conditions here and 
abroad. Ultimately It will probably be 
necessary for the nation to co-operate 
with the several arid States In propor¬ 
tion ns these States by their legislation 
and administration show themselves fit 
to receive It.

measure of self-government, exactly os 
fast as they show themselves fit to exer¬ 
cise it. Since civil government was estab¬ 
lished not an appointment hus been made 
In the islands with any reference to con¬ 
siderations of political influence, or to 
aught else save the fitness of the man 
and the needs of the service. 

In our anxiety for the welfare and 
progress of the Philippines,.It may be that 
here and there wo have gone to i rapidly 
tn giving them local self-government. It 
Is on this side that our error. If any. 
has been committed. No competent ob¬ 
server. sincerely desirous of finding out 
the facts and Influenced only by a desire 
for rhe welfare of the natives, can assert 
that we have not gone far enougiu^lke 
have gone to the very verge of suffly Th 
hastening the process. To have taken a 
single step farther or faster in advam e 
would have been folly and weakness, and 
might well have been crime. We are ex¬ 
tremely anxious that the natives shall 
show the power of governing themselves. 
We ore anxious, first for their sake*, and 
next, because It relieves us of a great 
burden. There need not be the slightest 
fear of our not continuing to give them all 
the liberty for which they are fit. 

• • • 

Danger of Too Much Independence. 


Tn Hawaii our atm must be to develop 
the Territory on the traditional A mer¬ 
it ran lines. We do not wish a region of 
large estates tilled by cheap labor; we 
■wish a healthy American community of 
men who themselves till the farms they 
own. All our legislation for the inland 
should be shaped with this eml in view*; 
tho well-being of the average hom«?- 
tnoker must afford the true teat of the 
healthy development of the Islands. Tho 
land policy should as nearly as possible 
to modeled on our homestead system. 

It is a pleasure to say that it Is hardly 
more necessary to report as to Porto Rico 
than as to any State or Territory within 
our continental limits. The island Is thriv^ 
Sng as never before, and It is being ad¬ 
ministered efficiently and honestly. Us 
people are now enjoying liberty and order 
tinder the protection of the United States, 
and upon this fact we congratulate them 
and ourselves. Their material welfare 
must be as carefully and jealously con¬ 
sidered at» tho welfare of any other por¬ 
tion of our country. We have given them 
the great gift of free access for their 
products to the markets of the United 
States. 1 ask tho attention of the Con¬ 
gress to the need of legislation concern¬ 
ing the public lands of Porto Rico. 

• • • 

Tariff Concessions To Cuba. 


Tn Cuba such progress has been made 
toward putting the Independent govern¬ 
ment of the island upon a firm footing 
that before the present session of the 
Congress closes this will be an accom¬ 
plished fact. Cuba will then start as her 
own mistress, and to the beautiful Queen 
of the Antilles, as she unfolds thin new 
page of her destiny, we extend our heart¬ 
iest greetings and good wishes. Elsewhere 
3 have discussed ihe question of reci¬ 
procity. In the case of t'uba, however, 
there are weighty reasons of morality 
nnd of national Interest why the policy 
should be held to have a peculiar appli¬ 
cation. and I most earnestlv ask your at¬ 
tention to the wisdom—indefc. to tpe vital 
need—of providing for a substantial re¬ 
duction in the tariff duties on Cuban Im¬ 
ports into the United States. Cuba has 
In her Constitution affirmed what we de- 
Hired—that she should stand, in interna¬ 
tional matters. In closer and more friendly 
relations with us than w*lth any other 
Power, and we are bound by every con¬ 
sideration of honor and expediency to 
pass commercial measures in the interest 
of her material well-being. 

• • • 

Problem In the Philippines. 


The only fear Is lest In our overanxiety 
we give them a degree of Independence 
for w*hlch they are unfit, thereby Inviting 
reaction and disaster. As fast na there 
is any reasonable hope that In a 
given district the people can govern them- 
selvgs, self-government has been given ;n 
that district. There is not a locality fftted 
for self-government which has not re¬ 
ceived It. But It may well be that in 
certain cases It will have to be withdrawn 
because the inhabitants show themselves 
unfit to exercise it; such Instances have 
already occurred, in other words, there 
is not the slightest chunc© of our faring 
to show a sufficiently humanitarian spirit. 
The danger comes In the opposite direc¬ 
tion. 

There are still troubles ahead In the 
Islands. The Insurrection has become an 
affair of local banditti and muraud rs. 
who deserve no higher regard than the 
brigands of portions of the Old World 
Encouragement, direct or Indirect, to 
these insurrectos stands tn the same foot¬ 
ing as encouragement to hostile Indians In 
the days when we wt111 had Indian wars. 
Exactly as our aim is to give to the 
Indian who remains peaceful the fullest 
and amplest consideration, hut to have It 
understood that we will show no weak¬ 
ness if he goes on the warpath, so we 
must make it evident, unless we are false 
| to our own traditions and to the demands 
of civilization and humanity, that while 
we will do everything In our power for the 
Filipino who Is peaceful, we will take the 
sternest measures with the Filipino who 
follows the path of the lnsurrecto and the 
ladrone. 

The heartiest praise is due to large 
numbers of the natives of the Islands for 
their steadfast loyalty. The Macabcbes 
have been conspicuous for their courage 
and devotion to the flag. I recommend 
that the Secretary of War be «*mpowered 
to take some systematic action In the 
way of aiding those of these men who are 
crippled In the service and the families of 
those who are killed. 

• • « 

Industrial Development Needed. 

The time has come when there should 
bo additional legislation for the Philip¬ 
pines. Nothing better can be done for 
the Islands than to introduce In¬ 
dustrial enterprises. Nothing would 
benefit them so much os throwing 
them open to industrial development. The 
connection between Idleness and mischief 
is proverbial, and the opportunity to do 
hemuneratlve work to one of the surest 
preventives of war. Of course no buSines* 
man will go Into the Philippines unUss it 
is to his Interest to do so; and It is lm- 1 
mensely to the interest of the islands 
that he should go in. It Is therefore nec¬ 
essary that the Congress should pa?* haws 
by which the resources of the toUnd* can 
be developed; so that franchises (for lim¬ 
ited terms of years) can be granted to 
companies doing business In them, and 
every encouragement be given to the in¬ 
coming of business men of every kind. 

Not to permit this Is to do a wrong to 
tho Philippines. The franchises must be 
granted and the business permitted only 
under regulations which will guarantee 
the Islands against any kind of improper 
exploitation. But the vn.-t natural wealth 
of the Islands must be developed, and the 
capital willing to develop It must be given 
the opportunity. The field must be thrown 
open for individual enterprise, which has 
been the real factor In the development of 
every region over which our flag has 
flown. It is urgently necessary to enact 
suitable laws dealing with general trans- 
portation. mining. banking, currency, 

1 homesteads and the ow and ownership of 
the lands and timber. Thee*:* laws wl.l 
give free play to Industrial enterprise; and 
the commercial development which will 
surely follow will afford to the people of 
the Islands the best proofs of the sinceri¬ 
ty of our desire to aid them.

PEACE WITH THE WORLD 

OUR GREATEST DESIRE. 


The true end of every great and free 
people should be self-respecting peace, 
and this nation mod earnestly desires sin¬ 
cere and cord a 1 friendship with all oth¬ 
ers. Over the entire world, of recent 
years, wars between the great civil zed 
Powers have become less and less fre¬ 
quent. Wars with barbarous or semi¬ 
bar bare us peoples come In an entirely dif¬ 
ferent category, being merely & most re¬ 
grettable but necessary’ International po¬ 
lice duty which must be performed for 
the sake of the welfare of mankind. Peace 
can only be kept with certainty where 
both sides wish to keep It, but more and 
raoro the civilized peoples are realizing 
the wicked folly of war and are attaining 
that condition of Just and intelligent re¬ 
gard for the rights of others which will 
In tho end, as we hope and believe, make 
world-wide peace poss.ble. The peace con¬ 
ference at The Hague gave definite ex¬ 
pression to this hope and belief and 
marked a stride toward their attainment. 
This same peace conference acquiesced 
in our statement of the Monroe doctrine 
as compatible with the purposes und aims 
of the conference. 

• • • 

Monroe Doctrine Not Hostile. 


The Monroe doctrine should be the cardi¬ 
nal feature of the foreign policy of all the 
nations of the two Americas, as it is of 
the United States. Just seventy-eight 
years have passed since President Monroe 
In his annual message announced that 
“The American continents are henceforth 
not to be cosldered as subjects for future 
colonisation by any European power." In 
other words, the Monroe doctrine is a 
declaration that there must be no terri¬ 
torial aggrandizement by any non-Amer¬ 
ican power at the expense of any Ameri¬ 
can power on American soil. It ts in no 
wise intended as hostile to any nation In 
the Old World. Still less Is it Intended to 
give cover to any aggression by one New 
World Power at the expense of amy other. 
It Is -imply a step, and a long stop, 
toward assuring the universal peace of 
the world by securing the possibility of 
permanent peace on this hemisphere. 

During the past century other influences 
have established the permanence and inde¬ 
pendence of tho smaller states of Europe. 
Through the Monroe doctrine we hope to 
be able to safeguard like independence 
and secure like permanence for the lesser 
among the New World nations. 

• • • 

Means Commercial Independence. 


built, and in the officers and men who 
through years of faithful performance of 
sea duty have been trained to handle 
their formidable but complex and delicate 
weapons with the highest efficiency, in 
the late war with Spain the ships that 
dealt the decisive blows nt Manila and 
Santiago had been launched from two to 
fourteen yf*ars, and they were able to do 
ns they did because the men in the con¬ 
ning towers, the gun turrets and the en¬ 
gine-rooms had through long years of 
practice at seu learned how to do their 
duty.

Beginning of the New Navy. 


Our present navy was begun In 1&S2. At 
that period our navy constated of a col¬ 
lection of antiquated wooden steps, al¬ 
ready almost us out of place against 
modern war vessels as the galleys of Al- 
clblades and HamIIcar—certainly as the 
ships of Tromp and Blake. Nor at that 
time d:d we have men fit to handle a 
modern man-of-w*ar. Under the wise leg. 
foliation of the Congress and the success¬ 
ful administration of a succession of pa¬ 
triotic Secretaries of the Navy, belonging 
to both political parties, the work of 
upbuilding the navy went on, and ships 
equal to any in the world of their kind 
were continually added; and what was 
even more Important, these ships were 
exercised at sea singly and In squadrons 
until the men aboard them were able 
to got the beet possible service out of 
them. The result was seen In the short 
war with Spain, which was decided with 
such rapidity because of the Infinitely 
greater prepare4tmess of our navy than of 
the Spanish navy. 

• • • 

“Glory Enough For All.” 


This doctrine has nothing to do with the 
commercial relations of any American 
power, save that It in truth allows each 
of them to form such as It desires. In 
other word?, it Is really a guaranty of 
the commercial independence of the Amer¬ 
icas. We do not ask under this doctrine 
for any exclusive commercial dealings 
with any other American State. We do 
not guarantee any State against punish¬ 
ment If It misconducts itself, provided that 
punishment does not tak« the form of the 
acquisition of territory by any non-Amer¬ 
ican Power. 

• • • 

Our Own Good Faith, 


Our attitude in Cuba Is a sum.*font guar¬ 
anty of our own good faith. We have 
not the slightest desire to secure any ter¬ 
ritory at the expense of any of our neigh¬ 
bors. We wish to work with them 
hand in hand, so that all of us may 
be uplifted together, nnd we rejoice over 
the good fortune of any of them, we gladly 
hail their material prosperity and politi¬ 
cal stability, amh are concerned and 
alarmed If any of them fall Into Industrial 
or political chaos. We do not wish to 
see any Old World military power grow 
up on this continent, or to be compelled 
to become a military power ourselves. 
The peoples of the Americas can prosper 
beat if left to work out their own salva¬ 
tion In their own way.

UPBUILDING OF THE NAVY 

. MUST STILL GO ON. 


While awarding the fullest honor to 
the men who actually commanded nnd 
manned Ihe ships which destroyed the 
Spanish sea forces In the Philippines 
and in Cuba, we must not forget that 
an equal meed of praise belongs to 
those without whom neither blow could 
have been struck. The Cong rearm on w ho 
voted years in advance the money to 
lay down the ships, to build the guns, 
to buy the armor-plate: the department 
officials and the business men and wage- 
workers who furnished what the Con¬ 
gress had authorized: the Secretaries of 
the Navy who asked for* and expended 
the appro)*rlatlone, and finally the offi¬ 
cers who. In fair weather and foul, on 
actual sea service, trained and disciplined 
tho crew's of the ships when there was 
no w*nr In sight—ail are entitled to a 
full share In the glory of Manila and 
Santiago and the respect accorded by 
every true American to those w*ho 
wrought such signal triumph for our 
country. It was-Tore thought and prepa¬ 
ration which secured us the overwhelm¬ 
ing triumph of M If we fail to show 
forethought and preparation now. there 
may come a time when disaster will be¬ 
fall us Instead of triumph; and should 
this time come, the fault will rest pri¬ 
marily. not upon those whom the acci¬ 
dent of events puts in supreme command 
at the moment, but upon tho^e who have 
failed to prepare in advance. 

There should be no cessation In the 
work of complotl'ng otir navy. So far 
Ingenuity has been W’ho'.ly unable to de¬ 
vise a substitute for the great 
wor craft whose hammering guns 
beat out the mastery of the high 
sea* it is unsafe and unwise not 
to provide this year for several addition, 
al battleships and heavy armored cruis¬ 
ers, with auxiliary ami lighter craft In 
proportion; for the exact numbers and 
character I refer you to the report of 
the Secretary of the Navy. But there 
is something w© need even more titan 
additional ship*. and this Is additional 
officers und mrn, TO provide battleships 
and cruisers-and then lay them up, with 
the expectation of leaving them un¬ 
manned until they ar** needed in actual 
war. would be worse than folly; It would 
be a crime against the nation. 

• • • 

Must Have More Meu. 


wnr becomes Imminent. It should be a 
rrnl auxiliary to the navnJ seagoing peace 
establishment, and offer material to be 
drawn on at once for manning our ships 
In time of war. It should be composed of 
graduates of the naval academy, gradu¬ 
ates of the naval militia, officers and 
crews of coast-line steamers, longshore 
schooners. Ashing vessels and steam 
yachts, together with the coast popula¬ 
tion about such centers as life-saving sta¬ 
tions and light houses. 

The American-people must either 
build and maintain an adequate navy 
or else make up their minds definitely 
to accept a secondary position In in¬ 
ternational affAirs, not merely in po¬ 
litical, but in commercial, matters. It 
has been well said that there Is no 
surer way of courting national disas- 
aster than to be “opulent, aggressive 
and unarmed." 

ARMY NEEDS *N0 INCREASE 
BUT MUST BE KEPT EFFICIENT. 


It la not necessary to Increase our army 
beyond Its present size at this time. But 
It is necessary to keep it at the highest 
point of efficiency. The Individual units, 
who 88 officers and enlisted men. compose 
this army, are, we have good reason to 
believe, at least ns efficient ns those of 
any other army In the entire world. It Is 
our duty to see that their training Is of 
n kind to Insure the highest possible ex¬ 
pression of power to these units when 
acting In combination. 

The conditions of modern war are such 
ns to make an Infinitely heavier demand 
than ever before upon the Individual char¬ 
acter and capacity of the officer and the 
enlisted man. and to make It fur more 
difficult for men to net together with ef¬ 
fect. At present the fighting must be 
done in extended order, which means that 
each man must act for himself and at the 
same time act In combination with oth- rs 
with whom he Is no longer In the old- 
fashioned elbow-to-elbow* touch. Under 
such conditions a few men of the highest 
excellence an* worth more than many 
men without the special skill, which Is 
only found as the result of special train¬ 
ing applied to men of exceptional phy¬ 
sique and morale. 

But nowadays the most valuable 
fighting man and the most difficult 
to perfect is the rifleman who is also 
a skillful and daring rider. 

The proportion of our cavalry regiments 
has wisely been Increased. The American 
1 cavalryman, trained to manoeuvre nml 
fight with cquil facility on foot and on 
1 horseback, is rhe bent type of soldier for 
general purpose- now to be found in the 
world. The ideal cavalryman of the pres 
©nt day Is a man w'ho can fight on foot a* 
effectively as the best Infantryman, and 
who is In addition unsurpassed in the care 
and management of hfo horse and in his 
j ability to fight on horseback. 

• • • 

Merit Rather Than Seniority. 


In the Philippines our problem is larger. 
•They are very rich tropical Islands, in¬ 
habited by many varying tribes, repre¬ 
senting widely different stages of progress 
toward civilization. Our earnest effort is 
to help these people upward along the 
•tony and difficult path that lends to self- 
government. We hope to make our ad¬ 
ministration of the Islands honorable to 
our nation by making It of the highest 
benefit to the Filipinos themselves; and 
*s an earnest of wlmt we Intend to do, 
we point to what we have done. Already 
h greater amount of material prosperity 
and of governmental honesty and effi¬ 
ciency has been attained In the Philip¬ 
pines thun ever before In their history. 

It is no light task for a nation to 
achieve the temperamental qualities with¬ 
out which the Institutions of free govern¬ 
ment are but an empty mockery. Our 
people are now successfully governing 
themselves, because for more than a 
thousand years they have been slowly fit¬ 
ting themselves, sometimes consciously, 
some times unconsciously, toward this end. 
What has taken us thirty generations to 
Achieve, we cannot expect to see another 
race accomplish out of hand, especially 
when large portions of that race start 
very far behind fhe point where our an¬ 
cestors had reached even thirty genera¬ 
tions ago. In dealing wltff the Philippine 
people we must show l*oth patience and 
strength, forheatanc© and steadfast reso¬ 
lution. Our aim is high. We do not de- 
mre to do for the islanders merely what 
has elsewhere been done for tropic peoples 
by even the best foreign governments. 
We hope to do for them what has never 
been done for any people of the tropics— 
to make them fit for self-government after 
the fashion of the really free nations. 

• • • 

Cannot Abandon Oar Duty. 

History may safely be challenged to 
•how a single Instance In which a master¬ 
ful race such as ours, having been forced 
by th© exigencies of war to take posses¬ 
sion of an alien land, has behaved to Its 
Inhabitants with the disinterested zeal for 
their progress that our people hnvo shown 
In the Philippines. To leave the islands 
at this time would mean that thfy would 
fall Into a welter of murderous anarchy. 
Buch desertion of duty on our part would 
be a crime against humanity. Th? char¬ 
acter of Gov, Ta;t and of his a??< 

Vnd subordinate* is a proof. If such bo 
heeded, of the sincerity of our effort to 
give the Glanders a constantly :r, .*reusing 


T call your attention most earnestly to 
the crying need of a cable to Hawaii and 
the Philippines, to be continued from the | 
Philippines to points In Asia. We should j 
not defer a day longer than necessary the 
construction of such a cable. It is de¬ 
manded not merely for commercial, but 
for political and military considerations. 

Either the Congress should Immediately 
provide for fhe construction of a Govern¬ 
ment cable, or else an arrangement t-hould 
•be made by which like advantages to those 
accruing from a Government cable may 
be secured to the Government by contract 
with a private cable company. 

• • • • 

CANAL ACROSS THE ISTHMUS 
AT LAST IS POSSIBLE. 


No single great material work which re¬ 
mains to be undertaken on this continent 
Is of such consequence to the American 
people as the building of a canal across 
the Isthmus connecting North and South 
America. Its Importance to the nation :• 
by no means limited merely to Its material 
effects upon our business prosperity, and 
yet with vfow to these effects alone It 
would bo to the last degree important for 
us immediately to begin It. While Its 
beneficial effects would perhaps be most 
marked upon the Pacific coast and the 
Gulf and South Atlantic States, It would 
also greatly benefit other sections. It is 
emphatically a work which It Is for the 
interest of the entire country to begin 
and complete as soon as possible; ic is 
one of those great works which only a 
great nation can undertake with pros¬ 
pects of success, and which when done 
are not only permanent assets In the no¬ 
tion's material Interests, but standing 
monuments to Its constructive ability. 

I am glad to be able to announce to you 
that our negotiations on this subject with 
Great Britain, conducted on both sides in 
a spirit of friendliness and mu¬ 
tual good will and respect, havo 
resulted In my being able to lay 
before th«* Senate a treaty which if 
ratified will enable us to begin prepara¬ 
tions for an isthmian canal at any time 
and w hich guarantees to thi* nat on every 
right that it has ever asked Ui connec¬ 
tion with the canal. In this treaty the 
old Clayton-Bulwcr treaty, »o lonj? ^ 
nizod as inadequate to supply the base 
for the construction and maintenance of a 
necessarily American ship canal, j s abro¬ 
gated. It specifically provides \h.u th* 
United State*, alone shall do the woi ic 
building and assume the responsIb'Utv 
safeguarding th* canal, and shall reiriilaii 
1»« neutral use by oil nations on tonus if 
equality, without the guaranty or inter, 
ference of any outside nation from any 


The work of upbuilding the navy must 
be steadily continued. No one point of 
our policy, foreign or domestic, is more 
Important than this to the honor and ma¬ 
terial welfare, And. Above all, to the 
peace of our nation In the future. 
Whether we desire it or not, we must 
henceforth recognize that wo havo inter¬ 
national duties no lees than International 
rights. Even if our flag were hauled down 
In the Philippines and Porto Rico, even if 
we decided not to build the isthmian 
canal, we should need a thoroughly-train¬ 
ed navy of adequate size, or else be pre¬ 
pared definitely and for all time to aban¬ 
don the Idea that our nation is among 
those whose sons go down to the sea In 
ships. Unless our commerce is always to 
be carried in foreign bottoms, we must 
have war craft to protect it. 

Inasmuch, however, as the American 
people have no thought of abandoning 
the path upon which they have entered, 
and especially In view of the fact that 
tho building of the Isthmian canal is 
fast becoming one of the matters which 
the whole people are united in demanding. 
It 1 b Imperative that our navy should he 
put and kept in the highest degree of 
efficiency, and should be mad** to answer 
our growing needs. So far from being in 
any way a provocation to war, an ade¬ 
quate and highly trained navy Is the best 
guaranty against war, the cheapest and 
most effective peace insurance. The cost 
of building and maintaining such a navy 
represents the very* lightest premium for 
Insuring peace which this nation can pos¬ 
sibly pay. 

Probably no other great nation In the 
world Is so anxious for peace as we are. 
There Is not a single civilized Power 
which hna anything whatever to 
fear from aggressiveness on our 
part. All we want Is pence; and 
toward this end we wish to bo able 
to secure the same respect for our rights 
from others which we are euger and 
anxious to extend to their rights In re¬ 
turn. to Insure fair treatment to us com¬ 
mercially. nnd to guarantee the safety 
of the American people. 

• • • 

Backing of Monroe Doctrine. 


To send any warship aga'nst a compe¬ 
tent enemy unless those aboard It have 
been trained by years of actual sea serv¬ 
ice, Including incessant gunnery prac¬ 
tice, would be to invite not merely dis¬ 
aster, but the bitterest shame and hu¬ 
miliation. Four thousand additional sea¬ 
men and 1,009 additional marines should 
be provided; and an Increase in the offi¬ 
cers should be provided by making a 
large* addition to the classes at Annapolis. 
There Is one* small matter which should 
be mentioned. In connection with A m*a tr¬ 
olls. The pretentious and unmeaning title 
of "naval cadet” should be abolished; Lhe 
title of “m'Xlshlpman," full of historic 
assoc at Ion. should be restored. 

Even in time of peace u warship should 
Ik? used until it wears out. for only so 
ran It be kept fit to respund to uny emerg¬ 
ency. The Officers and men alike should 
be kept «s much as possible on blue wa¬ 
ter for It is there only they can learn 
their duties as they should he learned. 
The big vessels should be maneuvered in 
squadrons containing not merely battle¬ 
ships. but the necessary proportion of 
cruisers nnd scouts. The torpedo boats 
should be handled by the younger offi¬ 
cers In such manner as will fit the latter 
to take responsibility and meri the emerg¬ 
encies of actual warfare. 

• • • 

Training Must Be Constant. 


Our people Intend to abide hy the Mon¬ 
roe doctrine and to Insist upon It an tho 
one sure means of securing the peace o? 
tho Western hemisphere. The navy offers 
us the only means of making our in¬ 
sistence upon the Monroe doctrine any¬ 
thing but a subject of derision to what¬ 
ever nation chooses to disregard It. We 
desire the peace which comes ns of right 
to the Just man armed; not the peace 
granted on terms of ignominy to the 
craven and the weakling. 

It Is not possible to Imm’ovto© a navy 
after war breaks out. Tho ships must b© 
built and the men trained long in ad¬ 
vance. Some auxiliary vessels can be 
turned Into makeshifts which will do In 
default of any better for minor work, and 
d proportion of raw men can In mixed 
with the highly trained, their shortcom¬ 
ings being made good by the skill of their 
fellows, but the efficient fighting force of 
tho navy, when pitted against an equal 
opponent, will be found almost exclusively 
In the was ships that have been regularly 


Every detail ashore which can be per¬ 
formed by a civilian should be so per¬ 
formed. the officer being kept for his spe¬ 
cial duty in the sea service. Above all, 
gunnery practice should be unceas¬ 
ing. It fo Important to hnvo our 
navy of adequate size, but It is even 
more Important that ship for ship it 
should equal In efficiency any navy la the 
world. This Is possible only with highly 
drilled crews and officers, and this in turn 
imperatively demands continuous and 
progressive Instruction in target prac¬ 
tice, ship handling, squadron tactics and 
general discipline. Our ships must bo 
assembled In squadrons actively cruising 
away from harbors and never long at 
anchor. Tho resulting weai upon engines 
und hulls must be endured; a battleship 
warn out in long training of officers and 
men is well paid for by the results, while, 
cm tho other hand, no matter In how ex¬ 
cellent condition, it Is useless if the crew 
be not expert. 

We now have seventeen battleships ap¬ 
propriated for, of which nine are com¬ 
pleted and have been commissioned for 
actual service. Tho remaining eight will 
he ready in from two to four years, but 
It will take at least that time to recruit 
and train the men to fight them. It ts 
of vast concern that we have trained 
crows ready for the vessels by the time 
they are commissioned. Good ships and 
good guns are simply good weapons* and 
the best weapons are useless save in the 
hands of men who know how to fight with 
them. The men must Ik* trained nnd 
drilled under a thorough and well-planned 
system of progressive Instruction, while 
the recruiting must be carried on with 
still greater vigor. Every effort must be 
made to exalt the main function of the 
officer—the command of men. The lend¬ 
ing graduates of the Naval Academy 
should be assigned to the combatant 
branches, the line and marines. 

Mnny of the essentials of success are 
already recognized by the General Board, 
which, as the central office of a growing 
stair. Is moving steadily toward a proper 
war efficiency and a proper efficiency of 
the whole navy under the Secretary. This 
General Board, by fostering tho creation 
of a general staff, is providing for the 
official nml then the general recognition 
of our altered conditions ns a nation und 
of the true meaning of a great war fleet, 
which meaning is. first, the best men. and, 
second, the best ships. 

• • • 

Naval Militia and Reserve. 

The naval militia forces are State or¬ 
ganizations. and are trained for coast ser¬ 
vice, nnd In event of war they will con¬ 
stitute the Inner line of defense. They 
should receive hearty encouragement 
from the General Government. 

But In addltlun we should at once pro¬ 
vide for a national naval reserve, organ¬ 
ized and trallied under the direction of 
the Navy Department, and subject to 
the call vt tiie Chief Executive whenever 


A general staff should be created As 
for the present stuff and supply depart¬ 
ments. they should be filled by details 
1 font the line, the men so detuttrd re¬ 
turning after u while to their line 
duties. It Is very undesirable to 
have the senior grades of the army 
composed of mm who have come to tUl 
the positions by the mere fact of senioii y 
' A system should be adopted by which 
i there shall bo an elimination grade by 
grade of those who seem unfit to render 
the best service in the nr-xt grade. Jus¬ 
tice to the veterans of the Civil War who 
are still in the army would seem to re¬ 
quire that hi the ma ter of retirements 
tney be given by law the same privileges 
accorded to their comrades in Lhe navy. 

The process of elimination of the least 
fit should be conducted in a manner that 
would render it practically impossible to 
apply political or social pressure 
on behalf of uny candidate, so 
that each man may be Judged 
purely on his own merits. Pressure lor 
the promotion of civil officials for political 
reasons to bad enough, hut It Is tenfold 
worse where applied on behalf of olheeis 
of thd army or navy. Every promotion 
and every detail under the War Depart¬ 
ment must be made eolely with regard to 
tb»* good of the service and to the capacity 
und merit of the nran himself, 
i No pressure, political, social or psr- 

sonnl, of any kind, will be peimitted 
to exercise the least effect in any 
question of promotion or detail; and if 
there is reason to believe that such 
pressure is exercised at the instiga¬ 
tion of the officer concerned, it will be 
held to militate against him. 

In our army w© cannot afford to have 
rewards or dull* 1 * distributed save on the 
simple ground that those who by thrir 
own merits are entitled to the rewards 
get them, and that those w f ho are pe¬ 
culiarly tit to do the duties are chosen to 
perform them. 

• • • 

Too Much Red Tape. 


Every effort should be made to bring 
the army to a constantly Increasing state 
of efficiency. When on actual service no 
work save that directly in the line of 
such service should 1* required. The 
paper work In the army, as In the navy, 
should be greatly reduced. What (s needed 
is proved power of command and capacity 
to work well in the field. Constant co.ro Is 
necessary to prevent dry rot in the trans¬ 
portation and commissary departments. 

Our army Is so small and so much scat¬ 
tered that It is very difficult to give the 
higher officers (as well as the lower of¬ 
ficers and the enlisted men) a chance 
to practice maneuvers In mnss on a 
comparatively large scale. In time 
of need no amount of Individual ex¬ 
cellence would avail against the paralysis 
which would follow inability to W’ork as 
a coherent whole, under skillful a:ul daring 
leadership. The Congress should provide 
means whereby It will bo possible to have 
tbrld exercises by at least u division of 
regulars, and, if possible, also a division 
of National Guard-m* n, once a year. 
These exercises might fake the form of 
field maneuvers, or. if on the gulf coast 
or the Pacific or Atlantic seaboard, or in 
the region of the Gnat Lakes, the army 
corps, when assembled, could be marched 
from some inland point to some point on 
the water, there embark*-*!, disembarked 
after a couple of days’ Journey at some 
other point, and aguin marched Inland. 
Only by actual handling and providing for 
men In masm while thev are marching, 
camping, embarking and disembarking w 11 
it be possible to train the higher officers 
to perform their duties well and smoothly, 
• • • 

Encouraging Re-Enlistment. 

A great debt is owing from the public 
to the mm of the army and navy. They 
should ho so treated as to enable them 
to reach th© highest point of efficiency, 
so that they may b© able to respond In¬ 
stantly to any demand made upon 
them to sustain the interests of the ra¬ 
tion and the honor of the flag. The In¬ 
dividual American enlisted man ia prob¬ 
ably on the whole a more formidable 
fighting man than the regular of any 
other army. Every consideration should 
be shown him, and In return the highest 
standard of usefulness should be exacted 
from him. It Is well worth while for the 
Congress to consider whether the pay of 
enlisted men upon second and subsequent 
enlistments should not be Increased to cor¬ 
respond with the Increased value of the 
veteran soldi* r. 

Much good has already come from the 
act reorganizing the army, passed early In 
the present year. The three prime re¬ 
forms, all of them of literally Inestimable 
value, «ue, tn*;, the substitution of four- 


year details from the Un© for permnnent 
appointments In the so-called Gaff divis¬ 
ions; second, the establ'shment of a corps 
of artillery with a chief at the head; 
third, the estabiishtmnt of a maximum 
and minimum limit for the army. It 
would be d fficuit to overestimate the Im¬ 
provement In the efficiency of our army 
which these three reforms are making, 
and have in part already effected. 

• • • 

Supplementary Legislation Needed. 


The reorganization provided for by the 
act ha« been substantially accomplished. 
The improved conditions In the Philip¬ 
pines have enabled the War Department 
materially to reduce th© military charge 
upon our revenue and to arrange the 
number of soldiers so as to bring this 
number much nearer to the minimum than 
to the maximum limit established by law. 
There Is, however, need of supplementary 
legislation. Thorough military education 
must be provided, and In addition to the 
regulars the advantages of this education 
should be given to the officers of the 
National Guard and others In civil life 
who desire intelligently to fit themselves 
for possible military duty. The officers 
should be given the chance to perfect 
themselves by study In the higher 
branches of this art. At West Point tho 
education should be of the kind most apt 
to turn out men who are gooddn actual 
ffold service; too much stress should not 
be laid on mathematics, nor should profici¬ 
ency therein be held to establish the right 
of entry to a corps d'ellte. The typical 
American officer of the best kind need not 
be a good mathematician; but he must 
be able to master himself, to control oth¬ 
ers. nnd to show boldness and fertility of 
resource In every emergency. 

• • • 

Militia Law Worthless. 


Action should be taken In reference to 
the militia and to the raising of volunteer 
forces Our militia law is obsolete and 
worthless. Tho organization and arm¬ 
ament of the National Guard of th© sev¬ 
eral States, which are treated as militia 
In the appropriation* by the Congress, 
should be made identical with tho-© pro¬ 
vided for the regular forcei. The oblige., 
tions and duties of th© Guard In time of 
war should be carefully defined, and a 
system established by law under which 
the method of procedure of rals'ng volun¬ 
teer forces should be prescribed In ad¬ 
vance. It is utterly impossible in the ex¬ 
citement and hast© of impending war to 
do this satisfactorily tf the arrangements 
have not been made long beforehand. 
Provision should be made for utilising In 
th© first volunteer organizations called 
out the training of those citizens who 
have already had experience under arm«. 
and especially for the selection in advance 
of th© officers of any force which may be 
raised; for careful selection of the kind 
necessary is impossible after the outbreak 
of war. 

That the army Is not at all a mere In¬ 
strument of destruction has been *how*n 
during the last three years. In the Phil¬ 
ippines, Cuba and Porto Rico it has proved 
itself a great constructive force, a most 
potent Implement for the upbuilding of a 
peaceful civilization.

TRIBUTE TO THE VETERANS 

OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


No other citizens deserve so well of the 
reiMJblic as the veterans, the survivors of 
those who saved the Union. They did the 
one deed which If left undon** would havo 
meant that all else In our history went 
for nothing. But for their steadfast prow¬ 
ess in the greatest crisis of our history, 
all our annals would be mean ngless. and 
our great experiment in popular freedom 
and self-government a gloomy failure. 
Moreover, they not only left us a united 
Nation, but they left us also as a heritage 
the memory* of the mighty deeds by which 
the Natlcm was kept united. We are now 
Indeed on© Nation, one in fact as well as 
in name; we are milted in our devotion 
to the flag which is tho symbol of na¬ 
tional greatness and unity; and the very 
completeness of our union enables us all 
in every part of the country, to glory’ in 
the valor shown alike by the sons of the 
North and the sons of th© South in the 
times that tried men's souls. 

The men who in the last three years 
have don© so well in the East and the 
West Indies nnd on the mainland of A?la 
have shown that this remembrance is not 
lost. In any serious crisis the United 
States must rely for the great mass of 
Hm fighting men upon the volunteer sol¬ 
diery who do not make a permanent pro¬ 
fession of the military* career; and when¬ 
ever such a crisis arises the deathless 
memories of the Civil War will give to 
Americans the lift of lofty purpose which 
comes to those who©** fathers have stood 
valiantly in tho forefront of the battle.

CONSULAR SERVICE IN 

NEED OF REFORM. 


The consular service is now organized 
under the provisions of a law passed In 
JfiSC, which is entirely inadequate to ex¬ 
isting conditions. The interest shown by 
so many commercial bodies throughout 
the country In the reorganization of the 
service is heartily commended to your at¬ 
tention. Several Hills providing for a new 
consular service have In recent years been 
submitted to the Congress. They are 
based upon the just principle that ap¬ 
pointments to the service should be made 
only after a practical test of the appli¬ 
cant's fitness; that promotions should be 
governed by trustworthiness, adaptability 
and zeaj in the performance of duty, and 
that th© tenure of office should be unaf¬ 
fected by partisan considerations. 

The guardianship and foster.ng of our 
rapidly expanding foreign commerce, the 
protection of American citizens resorting 
to foreign count res in lawful pursuit of 
their affairs and the maintenance of the 


crease nnd dlfftndnn of knowledge among 
men”—the Uongress has from time to time 
given It oth©r Important functions. Such 
trusts have be©n executed by the Institu¬ 
tion u*ith notable fidelity. There should 
be no halt in the work of the Institution, 
In accordance with the plans which Its 
Secretary has presented, for the preserva¬ 
tion of the vanishing races of great North 
American animals in the National Zoo¬ 
logical Park. The urgent need* of the 
National Museum are recommended to the 
favorable consideration of the Congress. 

Perhaps the most characteristic educa¬ 
tional movement of the past fifty years 
is that w*hich has created the modern 
public library and developed It in¬ 
to broad and active service.

PROBLEM OF THE INDIANS 
AND NEED OF REFORMS. 


In my Judgment the lime has arrived 
when we should definitely make up our 
minds to recognize the Indian as an In¬ 
dividual and not ns a member of a tribe. 
The general allotment art is a mighty 
pulverizing engine to break up the tribal 
mass. It acts directly upon the family 
and the Individual. Under its provisions 
some sixty thousand Indians have already 
become citizens of the United States. We 
should now* break up the tribal funds, 
doing for them what allotment does for 
the tribal lands; that is, they should be 
divided Into individual holdings. There 
will be a transition period, during which 
the funds will in many case© have to be 
held In trust. This to the case also with 
the lands. A mop should be put upon 
the Indiscriminate permission to Indians 
to lease their allotments. The effort should 
be steadily to make the Indian work like 
any other man his own ground The mar- 
rloge laws ot the Indians should be made 
the same as those of the whites. 

In the schools the education should he 
elementary and largely Industrial. The 
need of higher education among the In¬ 
dians to very, very limited. On the reser¬ 
vations care should lie taken to try to 
suit the teaching to the needs of the par- 


In a building which to the largest and 
most magnificent yet erected for library 
uses Resources are now* being provided

Among recent postal ad¬ 
vances the success of rural free deliv¬ 
ery wherever established has been so 
marked, and actual experience has made 
its benefits eo plain, that the demand

It simply means that In cler¬ 
ical and other |»os1 tions where the du¬ 
ties are nonpolitical all applicants should 
have a fair field and no favor, each 
standing on his merits ns he is able to 
show theta by practical teat. Written 
competitive examinations offer the only 
available means In many cases of apply¬ 
ing this system In other rases, as where 
laborers are employed, a system of reg¬ 
istration undoubtedly can be widely ex¬ 
tended. There are, of course, places 
where the w'rltten competitive exanrii- 
nat'on cannot be applied, and other* 
where K offers by no means an Ideal so¬ 
lution, but where under existing political 
conditions it is, though an Imperfect 
means, yet the best present mvans of 
getting satisfactory results. 

Wherever the conditions have permit¬ 
ted th© application of the merit system 
In Its fullest and widest sense, the gain 
to the Government has been immense. 
Th© navy yards nnd postal service illus¬ 
trate, probably better than any* other 
branches of the Government, the great 
gain in economy, efficiency and honest* 
due to the enfor* ©ment of this principle.

Provisions have been mad© for Insuring

If noceisary maintain permanent mil¬ 
itary guards; by dismantling the military 
works between the capital and the sea.; 
and by allowing the temporary malnte- 
iwtnce of foreign military po»ta along this 
line. An edict has been Issued by tha 
Emperor of China prohibiting for two 
yentrs the Iroportatloti of arm* and am¬ 
munition into China. China has agreed 
to pay adequate indemnities to the 
Staiy*. societies and individuals for the 
losses sustained by them and for tho ex¬ 
penses of the military expeditions sent 
by tho various Powers to protect life and 
restore order. 

Under the provisions of this Joint note of 
December. IWO. Chtnu has agreed to revise 
tho troat.es of commerce ar.d navigation 
and to take such other steps for the pur¬ 
pose* of facilitating foreign trade as the 
foreign Powers may decide to l>« needed. 

Th** Chinese Government has agreed to 
participate financially in the. work of bet¬ 
tering the water approaches to Shanghai 
»nd to Tientsin, the centers of foreign 
trade in central and Northern China, an ‘ 
an internal.onal conservancy board, li 
which the Chinese Government Is largely 
rep rest* nted, has been provided for the 
Improvement of the Shanghai river and 
the control of its navigation. In the same 
line of commercial advantages, a revision 
of the present tariff on Imports has been 
assented to for the purpose of substitut¬ 
ing specific for ad valorem dutie*. and an 
expert has been sent abroad on the part 
of the United States to assist In this 
work A list of art Plea to remain free of 
duty, including flour, cereals and rice, gold 
and sliver coin and bullion, has also been 
• greed upon tn the settlement.

Pan-American Congress. 


We view with lively Interest and keen 
hopes of beneficial results the proceedings 
of the Pan-American Congress, convoked 
at the Invitation of Mexico, and now sit¬ 
ting at the Mexican capital. The dele¬ 
gates of the United States are under the 
most liberal Instructions to co-operate 
with their colleagues in all matters prom¬ 
ising advantage to the great family of 
lAm^rlcan Commonwealths, as well In the:r 
relations among themselves as In their 
domestic advancement and In their Inter¬ 
course with the world at large. 

My predecessor communicated to Con¬ 
gress the fact that the Well and La Abra

Although the open meeting of the 
Board of Trade at noon yesterday was 
not well attended, the members who 
were present evinced considerable In¬ 
terest in the work before them, and ac¬ 
tion was taken on public questions 
whloh may \ead to the Legislature mak¬ 
ing some changes In law’s that will prove 
beneficial to Louisville. 

The first business of the meeting, 
which was called to order by Mr. M. E. 
Taylor, the preeident, was the offering 
of a report by Mr. Embry* Swearingen 
regarding the present penalties for fail¬ 
ure to promptly pay State taxes. He of¬ 
fered a resolution, which was later 
adopted by the board, and In discussing 
It said that the Sheriff should be given 
& longer time In which to collect State 
taxes, and he thought that some legisla¬ 
tion was needed to prevent abuses grow¬ 
ing out of the sale of property to non¬ 
residents. There was some opposition 
to certain sections of the resolution, but 
Mr. C. C. Mengel said that the resolu¬ 
tion was prepared simply to Indicate the 
feeding of the Board cf Trade on the 
matter, and that If the Legislature took 
any action at all it could prerare and 
adopt a proper law. However, one or 
two amendment* were offered to the 
resolution, which w« re accepted, and it 
was adopted as fellows: 

First—'That It ts the opinion of th* Board 
of Trade that the present penalties for 
failure to pay promptly State taxes are 
unnecessarily severe and should be modi¬ 
fied. 

Second—That the Sheriff should be given 
a longer time in which to use every means 
now provided for the collection of the 
current taxes before a sale Is made. 

Third—That there shouM be one office 
in which dcFnquent taxes—State and coun¬ 
ty-should be paid 

Fourth—That some legislation should be 
passed whloh WlH prevent the abuses now 
growing out of the sale of property for 
taxes of nonresidents. 

• • • 

Uniform Law. 


The next question discussed was an 
amendment of the Btate law relative to 
negotiable Instruments. Mr. H. C. Bur¬ 
nett, the attorney, was asked to make 
an address on the subject, and in a few 
words he discussed the necessity of hav¬ 
ing a uniform law concerning negotiable 
paper In every State In the Union. He 
said that every merchant, business man 
and banker ought to feel a deep interest 
in having a uniform law passed by the 
Kentucky Legislature, snd. while such 
a law would keep many dollars from the 
pockets of attorneys. It would prove of 
untold benefit to business men. He said 
that often It was necessary for a busi¬ 
ness man lo employ a lawyer to get him 
out of trouble on account of different 
laws existing In every State concerning 
negotiable paper. 

“An organized movement was begun 
in 1896," said Mr. Burnett, “by the 
American Bar Association to have a 
uniform law adopted In every State in 
the Union. A bill drafted along the 
lines of an English law was sent to 
many Legislatures, and sixteen of them 
passed It And It became a law by the 
signature of the Governor. The District 
of Columbia also adopted the law. Other 
State Legislatures passed it, but their 
Governors refused to sign It. The law 
is known as the 'Crawford Bill,* and I 
think that It should be recommended to 
the Legislature for Its consideration and 
passage. Every business man w’ho does 
business outside of the State should de¬ 
mand its passage." 

Mr. Mengel asked that a resolution be 
adapted Indorsing the Crawford Bill, and 
the following was Introduced and 
adopted: 

Resolved. That this board favors 

First—The adoption of the uniform law 
relative to negotiable instruments. 

Second—That this board recommends to 
the Legislature the passage of what is 
known as “the Crawford Bill," wh oh has 
been already adopted as a law In sixteen 
Stales and the District of ColtHnbla.

Typewriters For Copying Deeds. 

Col. Morris B. Belknap asked that a 
law be passed compelling the County 
Clerks to adopt hook typewriters for 
copyJng deeds and other instruments In¬ 
stead of using the longhand syrtem. He 
said that the typewriter was In use In 
many States, and he bad information 
that the incoming County Clerk would 
be willing to adopt them, but he was not 
sure whether an instrument recorded In 
the county books afur being typewrl ten 
w<*uld be legal. Mr. Swearingen said 
that he did not think that a law was 
necessary to bring about this chang*. 
Fie said that he had consulted authori¬ 
ties. and they were of the opinion that 
i a typewritten ^nstrum- nt would be l gal.

JUDGE EVANS SUSTAINED. 


STEHN. FOLK & NEWBOBG LOSE 
IN APPELLATE COUBT. 


ABOUT $20,000 INVOLVED. 


The United States Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals. sitting; in Cincinnati, yesterday 
affirmed the Judgment of Federal Judge 
Walter Evans In the bankruptcy case of 
Simonson. Whlteson & Co., refusing to 
allow the claims of Stern. Falk & Oo. 
and B. L. Newborg & 8on. both c< New 
York City, to participate in the divi¬ 
dends. The claims of these concerns 
amounted to about $20,000. This de¬ 
cision, In affirming Judge Evans, also 
confirms the report of Referee John B. 
Baskin on these claims, which, if allow¬ 
ed, would have materially decreased th® 
dividends to those who are allowed to 
participate. Already 45 per cent, has 
been paid, and another small dividend 
will now be forthccmlng. This was the 
most important HUgatlon in connection 
with this famous bankruptcy esse. 

The point decided yesterday was the 
fourth of the Simonson. Whlteson & Co. 
case that has been before the Appellate 
Court. First the question of adjudica¬ 
tion was taken up and Judge Evans re¬ 
versed. Again It went up, but this 
time the local Judge was sustained. 
Then the Comlngor appeal was made 
and carried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, where It was argued a 
few days ago. The opinion has not yet 
been handed down. 

Dead Man Is W. J. Durning. 

The supposed suicide at the City Hos¬ 
pital was identified yesterday as W. J. 
Durning, mailing foreman of a local 
publishing company. Durning was 
found unconscious in the Haymarket 
and was carried to the City Hospital, 
where he died without making a state¬ 
ment. Coroner McCullough conducted 
an examination and smashed the sui¬ 
cide theory by declaring the man died 
from alcoholism. His employers knew 
little about Durning.

New York. Dec. 8.—The cotton market open¬ 
ed firm nt an advance of 8010 points, and 
while generally higher than last night was Ir¬ 
regular all the forenoon as the result of spasms 
of buying and selling by nervous bulls and 
bears. Many operators devoted the entire fore¬ 
noon to readjusting accounts and to hedging. 
Receipts, cables and private wire Information 
from domestic points averaged up strongly 
bullish and were the basis for ths early 
strength Before noon July worked up to 7 67o. 
sold off tn 7.58c and subsequently returned to 
7.64c. The general opinion was that the Gov¬ 
ernment figures would be slightly over 10.000,- 
000 hole*, but when tho figures (9.674.000> were 
announced wild excitement prevailed and a 
rush of shorts to cover started. Commission 
houses with limited orders fought with th* 
bears for cotton and by leaps and bound* 
prices Jumped some 40045 points before the 
demand wse in any way appeased, and before 
bulls were content to turn for profit*. Decem¬ 
ber. January. March and May all eold at 8c. 
By 1 o’clock the bulletin board was full to 
overflowing and two additional boards were 
brought Into use In order to record the enor¬ 
mous trade In progress. A turn for profits sent 
price* down eome 12015 points, but later the 
entire market again was strong and worked 
back to the top figure* of the day. The new 
business done through commission houses male 
It clear that the public was buying cotton. 
Fear that Liverpool will come eensatlonally 
higher to-morrow and that the South will re¬ 
fuse to eel! the remainder of Its staple to do¬ 
mestic and foreign spinners prompted local 
shorts to cover wherever opportunity offered. 
Tho South. Wall street and Europe were Inrg* 
buyers all the afternoon. The close was firm, 
with prices net 38043 points higher. 

Estimated receipts at tho ports to-day were 
65.000 bales, against 62,934 actual last week 
and 53.282 actual last year.

New York —The Government Bureau of Ag¬ 
riculture Issued its report to-day, giving as the 
probable outcome of the growing crop 9 flOO.ftfO 
bales.

ready been marketed ar.d that the amount re¬ 
maining In the hands of ih* farmers and the 
amount of tho world's risible supply of Ameri¬ 
can cotton Is much less than the most conserr- 
atlve estimate* of the World’s possible require¬ 
ments for the remaining nine months of the 
season. The bcurs have h**n badly caught and 
there Is a very heavy short Interest, especially 
In the near no.nth*, for local and foreign 00 - 
count. The Government estimate Is fully I.- 
000.060 bale* below the avertigo of all the va¬ 
rious exchange estimates combined. It U im¬ 
possible to say what effect the announcement 
will have on the Liverpool market tomorrow. 
It ha* greatly excited the fiouth. a-»d In view 
of their only moderate holdings farmer* will 
certainly refuse to eell at current prices with 
the assurance of th* Governmen that the ag¬ 
gregate unmarketed holdings are lee* than 
4.750.WO tuiles.

Chief of Detectives; Wil¬ 
liam Small, Superintendent of Street 
cleaning Department, and T. Ed Sher¬ 
ry. Building Inspector. 


The thirty-first anrual meeting of the 
Woman’s Christian Association of Lou¬ 
isville was held yesterday afternoon at 
the Flower Mission, 207 West Chestnut 
street. 

Mrs. John Duncan, the president, pre¬ 
sided, and there were present the board 
of managers of the four branches of 
the association, the Henri Barret Mont- 
ford House, Rest Cottage, the Flower 
Mission and the Business Women’s 
Club. 

An interesting fact in connection with 
the association, which was mentioned 
in one of the reports Is that it owns 
$84,000 worth of property In Louisville, 
appraised as follows; 

Henri Barret Mon fort Home.$40,000 

Home of the Friendless. 20 ,u 00 

Rent Cottage. 10.0'H) 

Businesbi Women's Club. 14.UW) 

The report of the Henri Barret Mont- 
forrt Home-was made by Miss Mary 
Warren, secretary. She said that since 
the last meeting of the Woman’s Chris¬ 
tian Association tho handsome Bridge- 
ford property, on Broadway, had b^en 
given to the association, and that the 
home was used aa a boarding-house for 
self-supporting girls. It Is entirely out 
of debt and now has under Its roof 
twenty-nine girls. The house only ac¬ 
commodate* thirty-one girls. They are 
furnished good board at a rate lower 
than any place else In the city. 

Mrs. Susan Warner, president of the 
Flower Mission, made a most Interest¬ 
ing report of that branch of the asso¬ 
ciation. Every Thursday the mission 
holds meetings at the rooms on Chest¬ 
nut street wheel clothes, food and fuel 
are distributed to worthy poor and to 
outcasts. Most of the women who come 
to receive these things can neither read 
nor write. 

The mission will not allow any chil¬ 
dren to come to these Thursday meet¬ 
ings because It Is thought that the beg¬ 
ging of the elders will set them a bad 
example. 

Mrs. Warner told of one case where 
a child came to her with a bundle un¬ 
der her arm, and with tears In her eyes, 
said It contained some trousers of her 
dead father’s. Her mother had sent her 
to ask the Flower Mission to exchange 
them for a pair of shoes and a cloak 
for the children In the family. 

The mission sees that the children of 
the poor for whom they care are sent 
to school. 

Every Thursday afternoon a number 
of young women Interested In the work 
j of the Flower Mission come to the 
' rooms and mend the garments sent In 
for distribution among the poor, so 
that they are in a proper condition to j 
be worn. 

Mrs. John Duncan, president of Rest ' 
Cottage, reported that during the past 
summer 235 girls were lodged under the 
cottage roof at Pewee for a period of 
two weeks or more. They represented j 
the following occupations: 

Housekeepers, 29; rooks. «; clerks, 32; 
teachers, 2; m'lliners. 2; hous^trlrL*, 14, 
dressmakers. 23: reamstnsse*. li; tigar- 
mukers, 3; manicurist, t; trull girl, 1: tul- 
loress, 36. weavers. 2; cashiers, 3; book¬ 
keeper*. 5; forewomen. 2; *t«.nogTAphera, 
9; book agent. I; trimmer, 1. train d. 
nurse*. 2; companions, 2: school matron, 
1; ehirtmakern, 2. inspector. I; bundle 
wrapper, t. retoucher. 1; operator. 1; fold¬ 
ers. 2: labeler. 1; organist. 1. 

These girls pay $1 a week for board. 

‘ Six hundred dollars was spent In Im¬ 
proving the cottage and grounds during 
, the year. 

The report of the Business Women's 


G. D. Coldewey. as trustee and as¬ 
signee of W. G. Coldewey. filed a peti¬ 
tion yesterday for the settlement of his 
accounts. VV. G. Coldewey, who was 
doing business under the name of Au¬ 
gust Ooldexvcy & Co., made the assign¬ 
ment September 12, 1900. The main 
creditors were the H. A. Thlcrnai Com¬ 
pany, W. S. Hume A Co. and the VV* st¬ 
ern Bank. The deed of assignment 
conveyed not only the business of the 
above company, but all of Coldewey's 
property. Including his interest In the 
estate of his father, Anton F. Colde¬ 
wey. In consideration, the three main 
creditors agreed not to*sue him on any 
of their claims. 

The assignee In the management of 
the trust states he has collected $9,635.63.

Action F*>r Causing Death— Inconsistent 
Defenses—Election—Evidence to Show Ac¬ 
cidental Shooting—Evidence of Threats— 
Admissibility of Evidence Under General 
Issue—Admission That Shooting Was Not 
In Self-defense— Instructions to Jury.— 
Hollingsworth vs. Warnoek-—(To be re¬ 
ported.! Filed November 29. 1901. Appeal 
from Greenup Circuit Court. Opinion of 
the court by Judge DuRelle, reversing. 

First—In mh action by a widow. under 
Ky. St., Sec. 4. to recover damages for 
the careless and wanton killing of her 
husband, the defences of shooting In self- 
defense and of accidental shooting are in¬ 
consistent, and when both were pleaded 
by defendant the court properly sustained 
a motion to require him to elect upon 
which he would rely. 

Second—Though defendant elected to 
rely on the defense of accidental shooting, 
evidence tending to show that he drew 
his pistol to avert threatened danger to 
his life was admissible, as the jury might 
otherwise have believed that the shot was 
fired carelessly snd wantonly; and It was, 
therefore, proper to admit evidence of dec¬ 
larations mad*; by deceased on the dkv of 
th* shooting in the presence of defendant 
to the effect that he “would cut a man 
all to hell,” and also evidence that 
he had been discharged from certain 
railroad yards because he was going to 
cut the ynrtlmnster with a knife. 

Third—Evidence of threats by deceased 
to the effect that he would kill somebody 
before morning, which were never com¬ 
municated td defendant, were too general 
to be admissible for any purpose. 

Fourth—Plaintiff having Introduced evi¬ 
dence of an ambiguous remark made by 
defendant Just before the killing It was 
proper to permit him to explain the re¬ 
mark; and It was also proper to permit 
him to prove the whole of the conversa¬ 
tion of which the remark In question was 
a part. 

Fifth—Evidence ns to decensed having 
drunk liquor nt various times during th 
day of the killing should have been ex¬ 
cluded, as It wn» amply proved without 
such testimony that he was under tho In¬ 
fluence of liquor nt the time of the kill¬ 
ing.
